Outlook for Business Shows General Improvement and Demand Grows Keener—War Risks from Scandinavia 
Advance and May Affect Prices of Pulp—Establishment of Federal Reserve Banks Expected to Restore 
Confidence and Ease the Financial Situation—Canada Captures Foreign Markets—Trade 
Opportunities Grow—Reports of the European Markets. 


There has been a rapidly growing sentiment of optimism in the 
trade during the past week regarding future business. Demand 
for all grades of paper showed some improvement, and the trade 
is hopeful of a good winter. 

There were no events in connection with the war that had 
any direct effect on the trade. Since the closing of the North Sea 
by the British government, war risk advanced on cargoes from 
Sweden and Norway to 3 to 3% per cent. These increased charges 
may have some effect on the price of pulp for future delivery. 
Foreign ¢xchange remained practically unchanged, the market re- 
flecting a rather weaker tone. 

Call money has fallen off to a point lower than at any time 
since the New York Stock Exchange closed: The opening of the 
Federal Reserve banks or Monday next has been considered by 
many in the trade with great favor. It will release a large 
volume of exchange and ease the money market. 

The pulp markets showed some easing off during the week, but 
paper manufacturers as a whole have been rather indifferent to 
the market. Business in paper stock was quiet, and imports of 
rags, bagging and rope were light. 


News Production Larger 


The monthly figures of production of newsprint paper pre- 
pared by the American Paper & Pulp Association, just announced, 
indicate that during the month of September the newsprint mills 
increased their production from 88,257 tons in August to 92,347 
tons in September. Shipments during the month of September 
also were larger, aggregating 95,522 tons, as compared with 90,632 
tons in August: 

The American newsprint mills have been getting large orders 
from South America and Australia, and this new export business, 
formerly controlled by the German and English paper mills, ac- 
counts to a large extent for the increase in shipments. Some of 
the large paper manufacturers are planning to extend their export 
business now that the mills of Europe are feeling the effect of the 
war. Contracts for the delivery of paper extending into 1916 are 
being offered to newspaper publishers in South America, Africa 
and Australia, and the prospect that Europe will be engaged in 
warfare for some time to come has acted to bring these long-time 
contracts here. 

With this business once in hand the newsprint manufacturers 
expect to keep their hold on the export trade, it being expected 
that while the cost of American paper is higher than European 
the finer quality and the certainty of steady deliveries will impress 
consumers in other countries. 


Cotton Rags Decline 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PuiLapetpHia, November 9, 1914——While the decline in quota- 
tions- of the cheaper grades of paper stock has been checked and 
prices today are as they were a week ago when the trade feared 
the worst was yet to come, a curious condition has developed in 
the rag market. Despite the fact that Germany has placed an 
embargo on rag exports, prices on all cotton rags are declining 
rapidly, while, on the other hand, woolen rags are firmly held at 
old figures and in many instances are advanced. The only ex- 
planation offered for this rather curious condition of affairs is that 
dealers who had been holding stocks of cotton rags have decided 
to let them go because they believe that the opportunity for profit- 





able trading is much better in woolen rags. And so, while German 
supplies are cut off, mills are able to get all the stock they want 
from domestic sources and almost at their own price. The clay 
market, too, is almost glutted because foreign demand for clay has, 
as a result of the war, fallen off almost entirely and the Welsh 
shippers are sending all they can mine to this country. 


Banks Are “Rocking the Boat” 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, November 9, 1914.—In talking over business conditions 
with a number of Chicago jobbers, considerable complaint was 
heard at the attitude of the Chicago banks in holding interest rates 
at a figure which prohibits business expansion. One jobber cites 
a case where the effect of the curtailment of credit by one of 
Chicago’s big banks may result in the partial closing of one of the 
big printing plants of the city. This plant has a big order for 
printing from a large establishment in the city, which, however, 
was not to be filled until after the first of the year. 

Being desirous of keeping its force intact and its presses busy, 
the managers of the plant approached their customer with the 
proposition to get out the work now, to be billed after the first of 
January, and the customer was agreeable. 

The bank was approached to loan the money necessary to meet 
payrolls, paper, etc., but flatly refused, although the credit of the 
concern was unquestionable, as was that of the customer. This 
refusal means a demoralization of the force in this plant, loss of 
employment to a large number of workmen, holding up of a big 
order for paper, and other serious effects. 

This circumstance shows how the banks are “rocking the boat” 
by their attitude to business at this time. It is hoped that the 
establishment of regional banks November 16 will help to correct 
this condition. 


Mills Extend Their Lines 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, November 9, 1914—Chicago wholesale paper houses 
report that a number of mills which formerly confined their op- 
erations to certain lines and grades of paper are branching out 
and offering a wider range of products, and are not confining 
themselves so much to the production of staples. This is a de- 
parture which is resulting in much new business. 


Orders Flow to Canada 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Ont., November 11, 1914+-That New Zealand is de- 
pending on Canada for its supply of pulp and paper and is ex- 
periencing great inconvenience because of the delay in securing 
vessels to ship supplies from here is indicated in 2 report to the 
Trade and Commerce Department this week from its trade com- 
missioner in Aukland, N.Z. He states: “Importers of news paper 
have very scanty reserves and the delay and probable non-arrival 
of the vessels from Montreal caused much anxiety. Some papers 
had only a few weeks’ reserve in stock. Orders were therefore 
sent to England, but they cannot be filled and delivered under 
three months. The situation has been relieved somewhat by the 
arrival of supplies from British Columbia. There is also some 
anxiety with regard to the arrival of the Vancouver boats. The 
importers, however, are anxious to give orders on the Pacific 
coast to save delay. There is a good demand for red paper. It 
is used for the covering of telephone books, and just now a num- 
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ber of firms are in need of it to fill contracts with the Government. 
It would save time in this case if samples and quotations were 
forwarded so as to be submitted at once to the importers.” 

The Canadian trade commissioner in Shanghai also reports 
splendid trade opportunities in China. Nearly every European 
country has been sending large quantities of paper to China in 
past years, and particularly Germany, Belgiutrn and the Scandi- 
navian countries. Paper, strawboard and cardboard to the value 
of $4,000,000 last year were imported by China. Contracts for 
wood pulp given to Scandinavian exporters previous to the war 
cannot be fulfilled and importers of this product are now looking 
to Canada for their supplies. 

Among the latest inquiries received by the Department for pulp 
and paper products is one from a correspondent in Spain, who 
reports a demagd in that country for Canadian wood pulp, and a 
Japanese importing firm, which desires to get in touch with ex- 
porters of Canadian pulp. 


Trade Opportunities in Foreign Markets 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Ont., November 3, 1914—Another bulletin dealing 
with trade opportunities in foreign markets has been issued by 
the Trade of Commerce Department to Canadian manufacturers 
of pulp and paper. Commissioner Johnson, reporting from Yoko- 
hama on the Japanese pulp and paper market, mentions the prin- 
cipal items affected by the war as follows: 

Pulp for Paper Making—About $2,100,000 worth of pulp is im- 
ported into Japan yearly, nearly the whole amount coming from 
Scandinavian countries via Hamburg. The war has entirely 
stopped imports from this source and the paper mills are in a 
desperate plight. The demand is for easy bleaching sulphite. 
Canadian producers of this article are therefore given the op- 
portunity for a lucrative and permanent business. 

Printing Paper—Large quantities are imported yearly from 
Germany, and this trade having ceased, supplies from elsewhere 
are in demand. Quotations are higher by % cent per pound than 
before the war. 

Pasteboard or Cardboard.—Imports from Germany in 1913 were 
202,000 yen. New stocks will be needed toward the end of the 
year and quotations show an advance of half a cent. 

Packing Paper.—The kind of packing paper mostly in demand 
is quoted at 39 cents to 43 cents per pound, an increase of 2 cents. 

A report on the pulp and paper situation in Norway and 
Sweden is also presented, the feature being the fact that Nor- 
wegian mills are also suffering from low water. The following 
prices are quoted:

A number of Canadian mills are placing much of the 


exports of pulp, including both sulphite and ground wood, exceed 
more than half a million dollars per month. This much is shown 
by a statement just issued of the pulp and paper exports for the 
first eight months of the current year. This record shows an in- 
crease over last year, and a particularly steady monthly imerease 
in the exportation of newsprint and chemical pulp. The figures 
only cover up to the first month after the declaration of war, when 
there was a falling off in ground wood and paper exports. These, 
however, and especially the latter, have since received a marked 
stimulus, and when the year’s figures are published, it is expected 
that they will show a substantial increase. The following is the 
record by months of the exports for the first eight months of 
this year:

Pulp and Paper Situation in Norway 
(From Farmand, Christiania, Norway, October 24, 1914.) 

Those who expected a great boom in the paper trade as a con- 
sequence of the war have been sadly disappointed. In the first 
days of panic, it is true, fabulous prices were asked, and in iso- 
lated cases they were also paid. But the market soon lost its 
anxiety as to future supplies and the tone has become more and 
more quiet with a gradual slowing down of business. 

The demand for moist mechanical wood pulp has temporarily 
disappeared almost completely, mainly as a result of the big im- 
portation to U. K. on the reopening at shipping and of the con- 
tinued interruption of shipments to France and Belgium. The re- 
ports published in the daily papers on the water scarcity are sim- 
ply appalling. In large districts of our country the farmers will 
have to cart water over long distances for the cattle, and the’ con- 
ditions are just as bad in Sweden. The output of mechanical pulp 
during the winter will therefore be greatly restricted, if heavy 
rains do not come soon. We are therefore still of the opinion that 
prices will be adjusted on a higher level than befote the war. 

Dry mechanical pulp is, on the other hand, in good request at 
advancing figures. ‘This is, however, of comparatively little in- 
terest to Norwegian makers who produce only small quantities of 
dry pulp. 

Cellulose is firm, but very quiet. 

Foreign Reports 
Translations from European contemporaries by the Paper Trape Journau, 
Patent Paper Company Pays 9 Per CENT. 

The Patent Paper Company, of Penig, Germany, in its 42d 
annual report has proposed the payment of 9 per cent. dividend. 
In the previous year 12 per cent. had been paid. 

German Terms For NorweciAn PurcHases 

German paper manufacturers, though anxious to do business 
with Norway, are said to be impeded in their efforts by their terms 
of cash in advance. English makers, on the contrary, are willing

Pomerania Parser Company Opens WAR RESERVE 


While the result of the last year’s operations would have al- 
lowed the payment of a 7 per cent. dividend, the Hohen Krug 
(Pomerania) Paper Mill is only distributing 5 per cent., carrying 
forward the difference to new account. 

ScANDINAVIAN Mitts ApvANCE PRIcEs 

The Drammen Paper Mills and the Norwegian Paper Company, 
both of Drammen, Norway, have advanced their prices 10 per 
cent.; while the rates of the Djupafor Company in southern 
Sweden have been increased by 15 per cent. 


Exports SCARCE 


According to London reports, English mills are provided with 
exports to only a limited extent, although they had relied for sup- 
plies on the execution of forward contracts. Banking operations 
in northern Africa have been interrupted and new business is 
therefore at present said to be impracticable. 

Germany's Derense AGAtnstT ExporTinc OPppoNENTS 


In discussing the opposition of England to German export trade, 
the Papier Zeitung recommends the elimination from the German 
market of English and French manufactures. By doing so, Ger- 
man commerce would strengthen the domestic paper industry. 

Repucep EnciisH Imports or PAPER MATERIALS 


British imports of raw materials and semi-manufactured paper 
products amounted, in August, 1913, to the equivalent of $2,323,845, 
and in August, 1914, to $1,462,655. Such was the effect of the 
commencement of hostilities. 

Errect or War on Cost or SwepisH Paper Propucrion 


While the result of the war has partially been to open the door 
to competition on the part of the neutral countries of northern 
Europe, it has also had the effect of increasing the cost of produc- 
tion in those lands. 

Discussing this subject in the Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation, 
Herr N. Boscius, head of the “Lessebos” mill, writes that’ the 
classes of paper calling in the first place for an advance, are made 
of celluloid with good bleaching properties, with the addition of 
minerals, sulphate of alumina, rosin and~ colors. ~In~the ‘boiling, 
bleaching and drying of the pulp large quantities of coal are needed, 
where water power is unfavorable. For the operation.of paper and 


stretching machines, fine trees and felts are needed, as well as high- 
grade packing material. 

All these articles have advanced through the rise in the articles 
themselves, as well as the increased rates of freight and insurance. 
The advances have been on an average: 

Coal, chloride of lime and rosiu 

China clay, talc 

Pulp, metal cloths, wool felts, binding yarns and electric 
materials 

Nearly all requisites 

In some instances the cost of paper making was enhanced by 
other causes, such as mobilization, etc. 

It has been calculated that mills will require to advance their sell- 
ing prices 10 per cent. to make up for the increase of cost by 15 
to 20 per cent. 

Upon the outbreak of the war, Denmark’s paper industry in- 
creased its prices-by 10 per cent., which forms, it is urged, a prece- 
dent for similar action on the part of Sweden. 


AuSsTRIAN Paper AND PuLp MARKET. 


The war came as a surprise to the paper trade, but there has 
not been as yet any notable scarcity. On account of the previous 
over-production, the stocks of the leading mills were able to take 
care of the demand in the larger cities for standard grades. 

Increased demand has been reported from the newspaper offices, 
the operation of which had been interrupted through delays in 
the transportation of paper. Other goods have been retarded 
for several weeks. 

Although in most cases some reduction in production has been 
made, in relatively few instances has an entire stoppage been 
reported. At the opening of the campaign, coal and raw materials 
were in stock for several weeks’ consumption. It has been found 
possible to renew supplies of coal, while there has been in some 
mills a scarcity of wood pulp. 

Owing to the “moratorium,” there has been difficulty experienced 
by the larger firms in collecting money from the smaller con- 
sumers. 


Paper TRADE oF SoutH GERMANY. 


According to late reports, an improved demand for paper is per- 
ceptible in the South German jobbing trade, particularly in grades 
containing wood, while finer papers have not yet been affected by 
the upward movement. Hopes are entertained of a better inquiry 
for holiday purposes in fancy papers. 

Various new and artistic styles have been introduced, which 
show that the workers remaining at the mills have not lost their 
ability through the war, as demonstrated by the fancy post cards 
produced. 

An advance in the prices of pulp wood and wood pulp is an- 
ticipated, manufacturers refusing to sell at old prices. 


Tue Finnish Paper INDUSTRY. 


At the beginning of September, the working time or wages 
had been reduced for about 4,500 hands in the Finnish paper in- 
dustry. Efforts are being made to facilitate the export of paper 
via Sweden, by the new line to Gefle and Stockholm. 


SwenpisH “Moratorrum” PROLONGED. 

The Swedist “Moratorium,” or delay in payment, which, in the 
case of liabilities to foreign nations, had been in force since 
September 1, has, with certain exceptions, been prolonged. 

‘SHorTAGE OF Paper in Russia. 


According to a Swedish report, there existed in September a 
scarcity of paper in Further Siberia; a telegram from Nicolaijewsk- 
Usurisk, reporting that the local papers were being published in 
reduced size on -wrappimg paper. ‘The ~stock ofthe latter was 
running low, and was expected to give out any day. 

The demand for paper had led to steps being taken for the es-

Low Water Calls for Greater Precaution Against Fire—Lauren- 
tide Company Will Replace Dogs by Reindeer—Sale of 
Quebec Timber Limits—Carelessness as to Fire Punished 
by Imprisonment—Abitibi Paper Mill Nearing Comple- 
tion—Argentine Buys British Columbia Pulp—Lumber 
Cut Will Be Light—Reid Case Proceedings—Improved 
Position of Spanish River. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR “ORRESPONDENTS. ] 

Otrawa, Ont., November 11, 1914—Lumbermen and pulp and 
paper manufacturers whose plants are situated in Ottawa are 
greatly concerned over the situation which prevails in this city 
in the matter of fire protection. Because of the unsatisfactory 
water pressure a number of insurance companies have notified 
their Ottawa agents not to accept new business until the trouble 
has been remedied. The Fire Underwriters’ Association recently 
investigated the situation and as a result ordered the city to pur- 
chase a new overland water pipe in place of the present under- 
water one, which is in a leaky condition, and to purchase three 
new fire engines in the interim. 

Following this action a deputation from the Board of Trade, of 
which Gordon C. Edwards and E. R. Bremner, two well known 
local lumbermen, acted as spokesmen, waited on the City Council 
and asked that the requests of the fire underwriters be complied 
with. A letter written by J. R. Booth, the well known Ottawa 
pulp and paper manufacturer, some two years ago to the City 
Council advising the construction of an overland pipe, was also 
read at this meeting. 

Pulp and paper manufacturers are actively urging.that steps be 
immediately taken to improve the situation. As it stands -they 
cannot get insurance on their timber and their mills nor are they 


in'a position to secure proper facilities for their protection from 
fire. 





Laurentide to Use Reindeer 

Ottawa, Ont., November 11, 1914—Details of a unique experi- 
ment which will be made by a Canadian pulp and paper company 
are contained in a report to the Commissioner of Conservation 
issued this week. It is to the effect that the Laurentide Company, 
of Grand Mere, Que., has decided to import reindeer from the 
herd owned by Dr. Grenfell, the famous Labrador missionary, in 
Newfoundland, and to use them to take the place of sled dogs, 
which have. been found troublesome to care for in summer and 
not very (efficient in winter. The experiment is’ being watched 
with ‘great *inferést iby other paper and lumber companies with 
northern kimits. 

The Laurentide ‘Company is enlarging its forest nurseries in 
order to provide for the systematic replanting, on an increased 
scale, of considerable areas of non-agricultural, cut-over lands in 
the watershed of the St. Maurice River. This work is -being han- 
dled by the company’s forestry division, which has reteritly finished 
a survey and map of the company’s limits, comprising 2,350. square 
miles of land, mostly timbered. The map shows all drainage, 
roads, portages’ and trails, lookout stations, telephone lines: and 
timber conditions.

Jailed for Leaving Fite in Forest 

MonTREAL, Que., November 9, 1914—Following an investigation 
of the chief fire inspector of the Lower Ottawa Forest Protective 
Association, Arthur H. Graham and Assistant Inspector White, 
Reni Groulx, of St. Jovite, Que., was brought before Magistrate 
Napoleon Page, at Nomining, last week, and tried for leaving fire 
in the limits of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, on the Rouge 
River, on August 9 last. He pleaded guilty, and was fined $50 
and costs, the alternative being three months in jail. Groulx 
chose the latter, and was placed in the new jail at Mont Laurier, 
Que. Recently nine settlers from vicinities near Buckingham, 
Gracefield and Maniwaki were directed to appear before the magis- 
trates of their county, and were fined for setting firesto forests. 
It is hoped that a few salutory instances of this kind will have the 


effect of making campers and others much more careful with their 
fires. 





Paper Mill Nearing Completion 

MONTREAL, Que., November 9, 1914—The roof is to be put on 
the paper mill of the Abitibi Power & Paper Company at Iroquois 
Falls, Ont., this month, and it is expected that the mill will be com- 
plete in a couple of months. The mill is supposed to be of 200 
tons a day capacity, but its actual capacity will be 20 tons in ex- 
cess of this amount. At present the bulk of the pulp now ground 
by the company goes to the United States, but as soon as the mill 


is completed it will be manufactured on the premises and exported 
in the form of paper.

Rains 
have held off persistently and the immediate weather probabilities 
are for colder weather only. The Abitibi company is perhaps 
in a better position with regard to water power than most, and are 
shipping pulp to Eastern mills. 





Extensive Cut of Pulpwood 
Toronto, Ont., November 9, 1914-—‘“The pulpwood situation in 
the northern Ontario district is now waiting for the white mantle,” 
said J. L. Englehart, chairman of the Temiskaming and Northern 
Ontario Railway Commission. “There is a lot of pulpwood cut 
and ready for shipment, but the settlers cannot get it out until 
there is snow. The pulpwood operations have been extensive this 
year along the line of the T. and N. O., and traffic officials predict 
that the tonnage of spruce hauled to the mills will be 30 per cent. 
in excess of last year. This means that probably 120,000 tons of 
pulpwood will be handled by the railway and also represents a 

large acreage cleared for the settler’s plow.” 





Spanish River Report 

Toronto, Ont., November 9, 1914—The annual report of the 
Spanish River Pulp and Paper ‘Mills, Limited, will be in the share- 
holders’ hands very soon, and word is being awaited from London 
as to the exact date of the annual meeting. The period covered 
in the report comprises the twelve months ended June 30, 1914, 
and takes no account of the business activity since the war broke 
out. During the past three months business has boomed for. all 
the Canadian newsprint mills, while prior to the declaration of 
war the situation was none too satisfactory. It is said that the 
Spanish River report will show the company in a greatly improved 
condition and under careful and economical management. 





Joseph Kilgour, Host 

Toronto, Ont., November 9, 1914—Joseph Kilgour, president of 
the Canada Paper Company, Limited, has a magnificent farm in 
the county of York bearing the name “Sunnybrook.” Last week 
he placed it at the service of the yeoman of the district for a 
plowmen’s contest, an event of more than local importance. Mr. 
Kilgour became for the time the host to hundreds of farmers, 
their wives and children, and provided generous entertainment 
for all visitors throughout the day. No. fewer than thirty-eight 
teams participated in the contest, the prizes for which were very 
handsome trophies. 





Fight Forest Fire or Face $10 Fine 

In a desperate effort to beat back the forest fires raging in 
Warren and Sussex counties, New Jersey, fire wardens last week 
began the work of drafting citizens to fight the flames. All who 
refuse to aid in the work are liable to fines of $10 each. The fires 
are the worst in the history of New Jersey. 

Fires.of varying magnitude are now burning in all parts of the 
State, and hundreds of acres of timber have been destroyed. State 
and local firemen, railroad men and citizens have been battling 
vainly for days.to hold the flames in check. 





P. GARVAN, INC., 50 YEARS OLD 





The paper house of P. Garvan, Inc., of Hartford, Conn., is half 
a century old at this time, and while no celebration will be ob- 
served the company is receiving congratulations on having round- 
ed out fifty years of a successful business career. The company 
is one of the best-known paper houses in the country and besides 
doing a large business in Connecticut and New England, they have 
also a fine business in the West, the South, and also in Europe. 

The present company, incorporated in 1905, has as its head 
Thomas F. Garvan, who as president has long directed its af- 
fairs in a manner which has resulted in a steady growth. He has 
associated with him his brother, John S. Garvan, assistant treas- 
urer; J. Gilbert Calhoun, vice-president, and William A. Riley, sec- 
retary. The affairs of the company that is now celebrating its 
golden jubilee were never in a more prosperous condition than at 
present. 

The business was established by E, J. Carroll, brother-in-law of 
Patrick Garvan, in 1864, on the spot where it is now carried on. 
The building occupied by the company was formerly the property 
of the Brewer estate and is now owned by the heirs of Patrick 
Garvan. The firm deals in all kinds of paper, twine, paper stock 
and supplies for paper mills in which the firm is also largely in- 
terested. It has a force of about 200 persons and seven traveling 
salesmen represent the company on the road. 

Besides owning the business in Hartford, the company is also 
owner of a paper mill at Newington, the Hartford Board Com- 
pany, the Eastern Strawboard Company at Versailles; T. F. Gar- 
van owns the Walker Mills at Burnside; P. Garvan, Inc., has ex- 
tensive warehouses in Holyoke, Mass. The company has a New 
York office at No. 261 Broadway. 

The late Patrick Garvan was born in Ireland and came to this 
country in May, 1851. Mr. Garvan commenced business as a con- 
tractor and builder and continued in it for twenty-one years. 
Many of the prominent buildings in Hartford were erected by 
him during that period. He became a partner in the business of 
his brother-in-law, E. J. Carroll & Co., and in 1871 he purchased 
Mr. Carroll’s interest in the concern. Then he started the firm 
under his own name and gradually developed it until it became 
the largest business of its kind im Connecticut. He became 
wealthy, had various interests throughout the State, and raised a 
family of ten children, all of whom were liberally educated and 
have made honorable positions for themselves in the world. Mr: 
Garvan served the public in the Connecticut Legislature both as 
Assemblyman and Senator. 

On his death the business was reorganized, his eldest son, 
Thomas F. Garvan, succeeding as president. He had been con- 
nected with the business since he was a young man and knew it 
thoroughly. Born in East Hartford on May 17, 1871, Mr. Gar- 
van’s early life was spent there and he attended the Hartford 
Public High School. He went from there to St. Charles’ College 
at Baltimore, Md., where he studied for five years and then re- 
turned to Hartford in 1890 and entered into partnership with his 
father.

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ALONG THE BLACK RIVER 


Bankruptcy Proceedings Against Reymondville, Norwood and 
Remington-Martin Paper~Companies to Be Dismissed— 
Hugo Swept the State—L. B. Stewart Appointed General 
Manager of St. Regis Co—American Forest Products 
Co. Incorporated. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., Novembér 9, 1914—Petition to show cause 
why bankruptcy proceedings shculd not be dismissed will be filed 
before Judge Ray, of the United States Court, at Auburn, today, 
in the case of the old Reymondville, Norwood and Remington- 
Martin Paper Companies, which went into bankruptcy through 
petition of the creditors last May. The action last May was taken 
to preserve the assets of the companies from levy arid salé by 
certain judgment creditors. Since then the mills have been run 
at a profit by Receiver Mark S. Wilder, and the reorganization 
committee which formulated the new Remington Paper & Power 
Company will be represented by its attorney, Samuel Childs, of 
New York, today. It is understood that no opposition to the 
dismissal of bankruptcy will be made. 

In the reorganization scheme promulgated a few weeks ago, 
95 per cent: of the liabilities of the old companies has been turned 
over to the creditors. These creditors are to receive 70 per cent. 
of their claims in stock in the new company, and 30 per cent. in 
6 per cent. debenture certificates, to mature at the rate of $25,000 
a year. 

The creditors receive 6 per cent. preferred stock, with full vot- 
ing powers, the company having the option to retire at any time 
at 105 and accrued dividends. The present stockholders in the 
three companies are to receive $700,000 in common stock in the 
new company, but no dividends are to be paid to this stock until 
the preferred stock has been retired. The preferred stockholders 
are to have five directors and the common stockholders to have 
two on the board. Besides this the new company also assumes 
the guarantee of the payment of 5 per cent. dividend on the 
stock of the Norwood and St. Lawrence Railroad, which was 
built for the business of the mills.

Publishers Paper Co. Not Interested in Colonial Paper Co.— 
Portland Board of Health Advocates Use of Paper Milk 
Bottles—A Rest Room Anniversary at the Warren Mills.

PortLanp, Me., November 10, 1914.—The Publishers’ Paper Com- 
pany is in no way connected with the legal proceedings against the 
Colonial Paper Company, for which a receiver has been appointed 
here, according to a statement just made by L. S. Tainter, of Bos- 
ton, president of the former -company. 

The Colonial Paper Company in. 1910 purchased from the Pub- 
lishers’ Paper Company its immense paper mill and. property at 
Portsmouth, N. H., and power plants and .water power -rights at 
South Berwick and Bar-Mills, together with power privileges along 
the Saco River, said to be worth moré. than $1,000,000, but did not 
absorb that company, which is still doing business. 





Advocate Use of Paper Milk Bottles 

PortLanb, Me., November. 10, 1914.—The Portland Board of 
Health advises all Portland residents to have their milk delivered 
in neat, sanitary paper containers,.and will use all efforts in its 
power to bring about this.advanced step. This may not come 
about all at once, but the board is hoping to educate the people of 
Portland up to feeling that it is worth while to pay a little. extra 
for their milk and have it delivered in this sanitary fashion rather 
than to cling to the glass bottles, which may or may. not have 
been washed out. This plan was outlined by Dr. Frank E, Car- 
michael of the Board of Health at the meeting of the Portland 
Housewives’ League, last week. 





A “Warren” Anniversary

Hearing in Dispute Respecting Agreement

the bankrupt estate of the Schmick Handle & Lumber Co. will 
be taken Monday, in Portland, when a hearing on an agree- 
ment between the Schmick Co. and the Hollingsworth & Whit- 
ney Co. of Boston is to take place. According to the provi- 
sions of the laws of Maine in such cases, the secretary of 
state, J. E. Alexander, will represent the Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Co., which is designated as a foreign corporation. 
The agreement set forth that there was in the woods in 
Bald Mountain township, Somerset county, Maine, a quantity 
of pine, fir and hardwood logs, approximately 1,862,000. feet, 
which logs were claimed by both companies and unless hauled 

and manufactured, they would become a total loss. 
It was agreed that the Hollingsworth & Whitney Co. should 
discharge all valid lien claims for labor, advance the money 
to. move the logs and sell them at the best. price available. 
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The question of ownership was then to be submitted to the 
court and the money received from the sale of the logs, after 
all expense and interest on money advanced was deducted, 
should be placed in the hands of receivers, to await the court’s 
decision as to interest. 

It is alleged by the receivers of the Schmick Handle & Lum- 
ber Co, that the Hollingsworth & Whitney Co. reduced to 
cash the logs in question, but has failed to turn over the pro- 
ceeds ds per agreement. 





Great Northern to Have New Road 

Rocxwoop, Me., November 10, 1914.—Fifteen miles of fine road- 
way through the heart of the Maine forest have just been com- 
pleted by the Great Northern Paper Co. from the north bank 
of Moose River to Pittston farm, The road is expected to 
be of great use to the company in getting all sorts of supplies 
to its numerous.camps along this route. Two miles of road 
were built by this company. from Rockwood a year ago. Rock- 
wood, which has previously been known as Kineo station, is 
the starting off point for the Great Northern Paper Co.’s out- 
fits on the west side of Moosehead lakes. 

A third road is contemplated from Rockwood westerly to 
intersect the.

Circuit Court Confirms Assessment of Kimberly-Clark Co.— 
Young Man Killed at Thilmany Mill—Combined Locks 
Paper Co. Removes Office to Mill—A Safety. First 
Contest. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeTon, Wis., November. 10, 1914—Judge John Goodland, in 
Circuit Court here a few days ago, sustained the board. of review 
of Appleton in the case brought by the Kimberly-Clark Company, 
in which the latter claimed the assessed valuation on its mill 
property in this city aggregated $100,000 too high. - The company 
in the first place complained to the board of review, which body 
after very careful consideration and comparison of properties 
refused to reduce the assessed valuation. The case was then ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court, but the determination of the case by 
Judge Goodland will not be accepted as final, as the company 
intends to appeal to the Supreme Court. 


Fatal Accident 

AppLeton, Wis., November 10, 1914.—A fatal accident occurred 
last Thursday at the new sulphate plant of the Thilmany Pulp 
and Paper Company, at Kaukauna, when the collapse of the arm 
of a traveling crane caused a cable to swing with such force that 
when it struck Harry Reichl his head was split open from the 
forehead to the base of the skull. The young man died in fifteen 
minutes. Reichl was 22 years of age. He was married in -Sep- 
tember and his mother died only a few weeks ago. Coming so 
close to those two events the death was particularly tragic. He 
had been employed by the Thilmany company ever since he left 
high school, six years ago. 


Combined Locks Co. Office Now at Mill 

Appieton, Wis., November 10, 1914.—The office of the Combined 
Locks Paper Company, which was removed from the mill at Com- 
bined Locks to Appleton, about eight years ago, has been moved 
back to the mill, and all the business pertaining to the operation 
ot the paper and pulp mills of that company will now be trans- 
acted in Combined Locks. The office of the Green Bay and Mis- 
sissippi Canal Company, which has shared one floor of a building 
here with the Combined Locks company, will be continued. 


A Safety First Contest 

Appteton, Wis., November 10, 1914-—A safety first contest in- 
augurated by the Kimberly-Clark Conipany and the Neenah Paper 
Company is unique. The first month of the contest closed Octo- 
ber 31. The prize was a shield, to be presented to the mill having 
the least number of accidents during the year beginning Septem- 
ber 1. 

The first month ended with the Neenah Paper Company 
and the Neenah mill of the Kimberly-Clark Company tied,. neither 
mill having had an accident during the entire thirty days. Their 
percentage accordingly is 1,000. 

In other mills entered in the contest there were during the 
month a total of eighteen accidents, causing an aggregate loss of 
ninety-eight days. In the Niagara mill at Niagara there were five 
accidents, causing a loss of thirty-two. days and giving the mill 
a percentage of 927. The Kimberly mill at Kimberly had nine 
accidents with a loss of twenty-eight days, giving a percentage of 
926. The Glove and Badger mills at Neenah had only one ac- 
cident apiece, causing a loss of five days and giving a percentage 
of 911i. . At the Telulah mill in this city there were two accidents, 
causing a total loss of eighteen days and giving that plant a per- 


centage of .883. At the Atlas mill if this city there was one ac- 
cident with a loss of eleven days in time and giving that mill a 
percentage of .847. 

The Kimberly mill, being the largest and having the most em- 
ployes of any of the seven in the contest, is considered a base. 
The points lost at every other mill are multiplied by the propor- 
tion which the number of its employes bears to Kimberly, thus 
placing the larger and smaller mills on an equality so far as num- 
bers are concerned. The mill which at the end of the year has 
the highest average of places over the twelve months will retain 
the shield permanently. 

During the present month the shield will spend half its time 
at the Neenah Paper Company mill and the other half at the 
Neenah mill of the. Kimberly-Clark Company, those two mills 
having tied in the first month of. the contest. The central figure 
upon the shield is a stack of ¢alenders done in bronze, with one 
calender roll to represent each of the twelve months of the year. 
The name of the winning mill or mifls each month will be in- 
scribed on the calender roll for that month, and the shield will 
hang in the winning mill until captured by’ some other mill. It 
is confidently believed the contést wifl résult ‘in greater interest 
in the safety first campaign in the Kimberly-Clark mills and neces- 
sarily will result in a reduction in the ntmber of industrial ac- 
cidents. 


Paper Stock Classification 


t a meeting of the Associated Dealers in Paper Mill Supplies 
last night (Wednesday, November 11) one of the important mat- 
ters discussed was that of official classification of paper stock. 
In this connection the following letter addresed by F, H. Chase, 
secretary of the association, to R. N. Collier, chairman of the 
official classification committee, throws some light upon the per- 
plexities that have arisen in respect to sensitized paper:

Dear Sir: The attention of some of the members of our 
association has been called to the wording of Item No. 3 in 
Supplement No. 3 of Official Classification No. 42 taking 
effect October 1 last under the head of “Paper,” in which it 
states that scrap or waste paper mot sensitized is rated as sec- 
ond and fifth class in less carloads and sixth class in carloads. 

The question is what is sensitized scrap paper and how does 
it ifi any way come into the classification of merchandise of 
this nature. 

The writer has looked up the meaning of the word “sensi- 
tized” and finds that the correct definition is to render sensitive 
to light, such as photographic paper, atid wherein scrap paper 
sensitized or not sensitized could have any effect in the receipt 
of same in bales, bags, bundles or crates at arly of the railroad 
stations, and the loading of same into cafs, is what we are 
véry anxious to learn. n you kindly furnish our association, 
through its secretary, some light on this subject? 

The term used has already stirred up anxiety and produced 
an uncertainty at several of the piers here in New York City 
among the receiving clerks, and the firm of Chase & Norton 
has already been appealed to by some of said clerks, as to 
whether we could e them any information on the subject. 
The only gtade of waste paper, packed, which could come 
under this head, same is graded and packed by itself, is blue 
print paper, used by architects, and the blue in same is known 
to fade after being exposed to the light for some time. How- 
ever, as this grade of stock is put up in such very small quan- 
tity the percentage of same to the general — of scrap 
paper would be about one bale in one thousand. 

he writer would be interested in hearing from you why and 
how such a term came to be used in classifying scrap paper 
stock as a commodity and how it will affect the taking of same 
at the various railroad piers or stations by the receiving clerks 
from the shippers of paper stock.

Suit of Michigan Paper Company Against Commonwealth 
Power Co. Settles for $1,200—Geo. V. Weimer Made a 
Circuit Judge—Fatal Accident to’ Michigan Carton Co. 
Employe—John Dreisson Will Again Superintend the 
Standard Co.’s Mill—Dam on Flat River Completed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Kaamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1914.—The case of the Michigan 
Paper Company of Plainwell-against the Commonwealth Power 
Company, which has been pending in circuit court at Allegan for a 
number of years, has just been settled. The suit was started by 
the paper company when its water power was damaged by the 
construction of-a new dam-across the Kalamazoo river by the 
Commonwealth Power Company. The new dam raised the water 
in‘the river, causing it to back up against’the water fall of the 
paper company. The suit-was-settled-when the Commonwealth 
paid to the paper company $1,200 damages. 


Weimer Elected Circuit Judge 
Katamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1914.—During the past week 


‘the electors of the Ninth judicial circuit elected George V. Weimer 


circuit judge of Kalamazoo to fill a vacancy caused by the death 
of Judge Frank E. Knappen some time ago. This election is of 
especial interest to the paper manufacturers in this district owing 
to the fact that at the time of the big paper strike here two sum- 
mers ago, Mr. Weimer was prosecuting attorney. 

He was an officer who dared to do his duty at that time and, 
although severely criticized, he prosecuted several rioters. They 
were found guilty and paid fines. During the recent campaign 
some of the enemies of Mr. Weiner used this as an argument why 
he should not be elected, but it failed to change many votes against 
him, and the paper mill workers stood by him to a very great 
extent. Mr. Weimer will assume office almost immediately. 


Employe Fatally Injured 

Katamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1914—When Walter M.. Dar- 
row, an employe of the Michigan Carton Company, of Battle 
Creek, Mich., hurt his back a few days ago by falling under a 
truck on the cement floor, he did not think he had been badly hurt. 
His foreman gave him the rest of the day off and Darrow walked 
to his home without much difficulty. The next day he grew worse 
and in a few hours died from the injury which -was at first sup- 
posed to be only a trifling one. An examination later showed that 
his spine had been badly injured. He was 32 years old and had 
been an employe of the company for some time. A widow and 
his parents survive. 


Dreisson Again Superintends Standard 

Katamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1914—The many friends of 
John Dreisson will be pleased to learn that he is again in charge 
of the mill of the Standard Paper Company, having become su- 
perintendent upon the resignation of Mr. Breyfogle. Mr. Dreis- 
son resigned as superintendent of the Standard Paper Company 
some time ago to take charge of the plant of the Michigan Carton 
Company of Battle Creek. He made an excellent success in Bat- 
tle Creek and was only induced to return to Kalamazoo by officials 


of the Standard company, who highly regard ‘Mr. Dreisson and 
his work. 


New Dam Completed 


Katamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1914—The new dam upon the 
Flat river is now completed and is furnishing the lights for the 


city of Greenville. The old dam which was torn down developed 
but 150 horsepower, but the $20,000 spent on improving the new 
power plant enables the company to develop 400 horsepower; The 
Flat river furnishes a steady flow of water most of the year, and 
the power company will have little trouble from low water. 


AN ILL-FATED MACHINE 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, } 

Dayton, O., ‘October 9, 1914—The high-powered Packard 
machine of Edward B. Weston, president of the Weston Paper & 
Manufacturing Company, is certainly an ill-fated one, as has been 
demonstrated by its several mishaps, always in charge of persons 
other than the owner. 

During the past week. Edison W. Rinehart, a young man, appro- 
priated the auto, taking it from an uptown street, and was using 
it for “joy-riding” whem he met. death, while another person.was 
killed and two were injured, one probably fatally. Rinehart was 
attempting to return to the city at a speed of 60 miles an hour 
and failed to make the turn at the approach to the Keowee street 
bridge in North Dayton, with the result that the auto struck the 
curbing, leaped over the sidewark and the embankment of Mad 
River and deposited machine and driver into the bed of the river. 
Rinehart died within half an hour, having been pinioned under the 
machine which turned a complete somersault. 

John Papp, aged 45, an employe of the Barney & Smith car 
works, on his way to his employment, was struck by the. flying 
auto and instantly killed. Mrs. Mary Ballody and Michael Eckert, 
who were walking along the street near the bridge, were also 
struck by the machine and rendered unconscious. The former 
may have been injured internally. Both are still at the Miami 
Valley Hospital. 

The Weston machine figured in an accident last December when 
Frank Richardson, chauffeur, was driving into the city with Mar- 
garet Marshall, having been on a “joy ride” without the 
knowledge of the owner. While speeding over “Dead Man’s Cross- 
ing,” east of the city, in an effort to beat a train, the machine was 
struck by a flyer and Mrs. Marshall was killed. The machine was 
damaged, but was subsequently repaired. Recently Fred Himes, 
the present chauffeur, collided with a team at Vandalia, injuring 
a driver and killing a horse. 

The auto is now probably damaged so badly from its wild plunge 
over. the tiver embankment that it cannot be repaired and Mr. 


Weston is left to stand the loss for which he was in no way re 
sponsible.

WRITING AND COVER MANUFACTURERS MEET 


The Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Association met at the Law- 
rence Hotel, Erie, Pa., on Monday of this week. The session was 
attended by a large gathering. After a discussion of business con- 
ditions in general, the members listened to an address on the — 
“Principle of Cost Systems as Regards Paper Mills,” by Clinton 
H. Scovell, of Clinton H. Scovell & Co., cost accountants. After 
the meeting, the Hammermill Paper Company entertained the 
members at luncheon at which Clarke McKercher, former assistant 
attorney general of the United States, spoke informally on the 
Eddy plan of business organization. The members then visited 
the mills of the Hammermill Paper Company. ; 

In the afternoon a full attendance was recorded in a meeting 
of the Cover Manufacturers’ Association at the Hotel Lawrence 
in Erie. The program was a general discussion on business con- 
ditions. The cover manufacturérs participated in the lectures and 
social events that charactérized the Writing’ ASsociation on the 
same day. H : ; , 
SALESMEN- AND ADVERTISING 

“The Salesman and His Company’s Advertising” was the 
subject of much spirited discussion last Friday night at a dinner 
given by the Advertising Men’s League of New York City, at 
the Aldine Club, 200 Fifth avenue. 

J. K. Fraser, vice-presidetit of the Blackman-Ross Company, 
told how he got results through his salesmen. He said, in 
part: 

“The sales and the advertising departments are virtually part 
and parcel of each other. A strong spirit of co-operation must 
obtain in order to make either of them efficient. The most im- 
portant thing is to get the salesman to grasp the full idea of 
what the firm is doing, and this can best be accomplished by 
taking him into consideration when the advertising campaign 
is being planned. 

“Advertising is but a part of the big programme, and is gen- 
erally the last point to receive consideration. We consider the 
market and means of reaching it. Finally we get back to our 
product and begin to dwell upon its good points. Then, in 
order to get them before the public, we evolve our advertise- 
ments. 

“The salesman must be led through the entire course of 
reasoning before he is prepared to turn the advertising into 
sales. If a point in the advertising copy is striking he will 
warm up to it in a very short time and maké capital out of it. 

“One thing is certain, an advertising programme which does 
not benefit the dealer will not get fat in the long run. There- 
fore, in formulating copy, the dealer’s viewpoint must be reck- 
oned with. You must put yourselves in his pla¢é and decide 
whether, if you were dealers, you would featur éértain lines 
and why.” 

Speaking from the advertising mafiager’s poifit of view, S. 
Roland Hall, of the Alpha Portlarid Ceinent Coimpany. Easton, 
Pa., explained how he planned his advertisiig to bénefit his 
salesmen. 

“Timely advertising is what counts most,” said the speaker. — 
“There is the proper time to push évery prodiict arid to impress 
certain vital points upon the mind of the customer. 

“If these points aré brought out strongly in the advertising, 
they furnish selling topics on which the salesman can elaborate 
and turn into orders. The ammunition placed in the hands of 
the salesman must be absolutely reliable.” 

R. A. Holmes, of the Crofut_ & Knapp Cotnpany, told of the 
methods employed by his salesmen in availing themselves of 


the company’s advertising, and O. T. Atwater, of Colgate & — 


Co., speaking as a salesman, gave an interesting description of 
how he turned the extensive advertising of his concerti to ac- _ 
count in his quest for business.

The machinery and stock of the Angelica paper box factory at 
Machais, N. Y., has been sold to a large concern at Jamestown 
and has been shipped to that place. 

Advices from San Francisco, Cal., tell of the incorporation of 
the Sanitary Pulp Products Company, with a capital of $800,000. 
The incorporators listed are G. C. Israel and J. J. Cross. 

Alfred M. Watts and Wharton G. Cookman, associated as Watts 
& Cookman, have taken. offices at 4th and Chestnut streets, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. representing manufacturers of paper and paper 
specialties. 

A receiver for the Quality Manufacturing Company, of Okla- 
homa City, has been asked for by the Oklahoma Paper Company 
in a suit filed in the District Court at Oklahoma City, Okla. It is 
alleged that the company suspended business more than a month 
ago. 

The annual meeting of the Biddeford Box Company was held 
last week at Biddeford, Me., the old board of officers being re- 
elected, as follows: President, E. B. Varney; treasurer, Dayton 
T. Moore; general manager, T. D. Proctor, and clerk, Thomas 
B. Walker. 

Albert Reiss, lately with the Thermos Bottle Company, at Nor- 
wich, Conn., has received an appointment at the works of the 
Climax Manufacturing Company, Montville, Conn., paper tube 
manufacturers in the same building with the Thames River 
Specialties Company, as assistant manager. He began his duties 
last week. 

Morey & Company, 111 Devonshire street, Boston, Mass.,im- 
porters of English china clay, received two consignments of china 
clay from Fowey during the past few weeks. The S. S. Dalton 
Hall arrived at Portland, Me., on October 15 with 142 tons, while 
the S. S. Cotswold Range came into Philadelphia on October 31 
with 420. tons. 

The Strathmorean for November is out, and again the paper 
makers have put together a number which is interesting even to 
an outsider. The Strathmoreans are among the few who are not 
echoing the wail of hard times; the editors of the booklet see only 
prosperity ahead as the result of the new tariff and banking legis- 
lation. Most interesting is the spirit of good fellowship and co- 
cperation among the employes in all departments which is evident 
in the personals in the publication. 

A contract was awarded by the Board of Contract and Supply 
at Albany, N. Y., last week for a thousand burlap bags for the 
Bureau of Waste Disposal, Department of Public Works. The 
bureau recently inaugurated a system of paper collecting through- 
out the city. The system has proved satisfactory, resulting in its 
extension. The burlap bags are left with housewives, to place 
waste paper in. At regular intervals the bureau collects this paper, 
which is sold at carload rates to commission houses. 

The Publishers’ Paper Company is in no way connected with the 


legal proceedings against the Colonial Paper Company, for which . 


a receiver was appointed at Portland, Me., last week, according to 
a statement by L. S. Tainter, of Boston, president of the former 
corporation. The Colonial Paper Company, in 1910, purchased 
from the Publishers’ Paper Company its mill and property at 
Portsmouth, N. H., and power plants and water power rights at 
South Berwick and Bar Mills, together with power privileges along 
the Saco River, said to be valued at more than $1,000,000, but did 
not absorb that company, which is still doing business. 


News of the Mills 


The plant of the Eastern Strawboard Company, at Versailles, 


Conn., has been shut down for part of last week and the present 
week for repairs to the paper machine. 


Pulp mill No. 2 of the Union Bag and Paper Company, located 
at Fenimore, N. Y., will resume operations shortly and give em- 
ployment to fifteen men. 

Edward Hayes, of Watertown, N. Y., employed at the Ontario 
Paper Company plant, was caught between two large rolls of paper 
last Friday and severely injured. It is not believed any bones were 
broken, but internal injuries are feared. 

The new box shop of the Robertson Paper Company at Mont- 
ville, Conn., is nearing completion. It is a brick building of mod- 
ern mill construction and will be flooded with light, having only 
narrow wall spaces and many wide windows throughout the 
building. 

David Card, a lumber contractor in the employ of the St. Regis 
Paper Company in the Adirondacks, has been taken to the Water- 
town hospital critically ill with pneumonia. He was in charge of 
work in the woods, and was brought out on a litter, the entire 
trip requiring two days. 

The old Kendall & Roberts plant on Main street, at Kendall 
square, Cambridge, Mass., occupied by Connolly & Co., as a paper 
factory, was completely destroyed and other buildings in the 
vicinity were threatened recently by a fire that gave that section 
one of the worst scares in years. 

George Pease, master mechanic at the Crocker-McElwain Paper 
Company, met with a painful accident last Saturday, when he fell 
and sustained a serious fracture of. his ankle on the right foot 
while attending to his duties. He was repairing some machinery, 
when he slipped, falling heavily on the floor, and causing him to 
break his ankle. 

Jonas Sergius, a foreigner employed at the Unionville plant of 
the Racquette River Paper Company, was fatally injured at the 
mill last Saturday and died in the Ogdensburg, N. Y., hospital 
later. He was wheeling paper from the machines to the finishing 
room. He had a load on the elevator and had started up with it. 
When about twenty feet above the floor he fell to the cement 
below. 

While alone at work in the chip room of the plant of the Wolf 
River Paper and Fibre Company at Shawano, Wis., Tuesday night 
of last week, William Quast was whirled to death. His clothing 
was caught on a rapidly revolving shaft. A fellow workman found 
his body some minutes after the accident. Quast was 53 years of 
age and is survived by his widow and eight children. He had been 
employed by the Wolf River company for. many years. 

Work has been started on the new pulp mili to take the place 
of the Riverside pulp mill that was burned during the summer. It 
will take the entire winter and spring to complete the construction 
work and one of the owners stated Saturday of last week that the 
mill would be equipped and ready for business about July. Con- 
siderable new machinery will be added, it is expected, but the 


building will be about the same size and along the same lines of 
building as the old one.

Banks Holi Back Trade 


From the time war was first declared in Europe and during 
all the subsequent upheaval the Paper Trape-JourNAL has main- 
tained that conditions underlying the commerce of the United 
States were not only sound and healthy, but unusually favor- 
able to this country. As week by week went by, developments 
have more than proven the contention. Business has improved 
considerably. Export statistics have been decidedly encourag- 
ing. The demand not only for food products, but for the prin- 
ciple staple manufactured articles, from buttons to automobile 
trucks and from shoes to blankets, has been enormous and we 
have the practical assurance that this demand will continue to 
grow with the many months to come before the most sanguine 
can hope for peace and the restoration of normal productive 
effort in Europe. We might add that in the list of items which 
are now sought in the United States and Canada, paper figures 
prominently and if it has not already come,-we must soon see 
an activity among the mills which a few months ago no think- 
ing man would have ever dreamed of. There have been diffi- 
culties in the way in shape of rapidly and erratically fluctuating 
markets for paper stock and other raw materials, but even these 
kinks to trade are being rapidly smoothed out, as every reader 
of the Parer Trape Journat knows. The fog is lifting, and we 
can see the horizon brilliant with prospect and close at hand. 

The most serious obstacle to business progress at the mo- 
ment is one that is purely artificial and one which the will 
and the power of the people will set right in due course. The 
so-called “money trust” is at the bottom of the trouble. Bank- 
ers, like other men engaged in commercial persuits, are out 
for all the profit they can make for themselves. The war pre- 
sents to them a fitting opportunity. A necessity for cash in 
Europe and loans by belligerent nations apparently should 
create a demand for money on this side, and to meet this 
seemingly legitimate call the financial resources of this coun- 
try of course must be taxed and money become correspond- 
ingly scarce. Nothing could be clearer from a banker’s point 
of view; and if the business public to which he is only too glad 
to cater to in times of peace cannot quite fathom the logic of 
the argument, they must be made to feel it. At all events, 
there is a real demand for money to meet the exigencies of a 
demand for all kinds of manufactured goods and the men who 
control ‘the purge are making the most ‘of ‘the ‘situation. They 
will not loan money unless at a rate which the legitimate mer- 
chant, manufacturer or builder cannot afford to pay. There 
is a corner or an attempted corner in money which the new 


~~tederat-banking system has beemdesigned to defeat. 


This system, it is hoped, will take it out of the power of any 
one man or group of men to tighten or loosen the flow of 
money for commercial enterprise. But the system will not be 
set in motion until next week and we must not look for a 
miracle over night. In the meantime, the banking community 
is making all the hay possible while the sun shines. Hence 
it is that with opportunity pounding at our door we are forced 
to listen idly to the knocking. But it will not be for long. No 
host of money lords can stand against a united and determined 
people. We must have money to push our business enterprises 
that mean everything to ourselves and to the nation, and we are 
going to get it. When our money changers wake up to this fact 
the better it will be for them and for us. 

On another page of this issue is printed a story entitled 
“Rocking the Boat,” which illustrates quite vividly the situa- 
tion as we have tried to explain it. A firm of printers had a 
contract which involved ‘a large expenditure for labor and 
paper. The work was not to have been undertaken until after 
the first of the year, but as business was quiet with the print- 
ing concern it proposed to its customer that delivery should 
be accepted between now and the first of the year, and that the 
bill should be dated as of January 1. This arrangement was 
quite agreeable to the customer and the printing firm ap- 
proached its bank to secure the necessary funds. There was 
no question that both the printer and the customer were 
amply responsible for the obligation. It was a business prop- 
osition which the batik»ordinarily would have beem only to 
anxious to accept. But in accordance with the gefieral plan 
of the money powers, the needed financial assistance was 
flatly refused. As a consequence the contract could not be un- 
dertaken, the printer had to let his men go unemployed and a 
substantial order for paper has been held up. - This is just a 
sample of how business has been checked and quiet times 
forced upon the people just because the monied interests had 
axes of their own to grind. 

So soon as the business men of the United States realize the 
true situation and determine to put an end to an intolerable 
condition, so soon will we have an unprecedented boom in the 
commerce of the United States. 


A Safety First Contest 


The prevention of accidents in mills and-factories has be; 
come, within the last few years, a question as absorbing as 
the economical outturn of the manufactory itself. Especially 
has this been so since the establishment of compensation laws 
which entail heavy obligation and expense upon, proprietors. 
when accidents occur, But it must be said in justice to the 
best elements of the paper manufacturing industry that the 
most progressive, the most enterprising and consequently the 
most successful institutions have never been actuated im /re-_ 
gard to “safety first” movements by the Jaw’s compulsion. - 
With them it has been the principles of htimanity and efficiency. _ 
that have governed and in the general cause of progress these, _ 
two are allies. The time has long gone when a man was held | % 
responsible for his own safety and made to bear the conse- 
quences: of accident. Even the old-time-pled -of contri 
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negligence will no longer hold. The workman must be pro- 
tected even from the consequences of his own folly. And after 
all, there is really no difference in doing this than there is in 
awarding old age pensions, as they-do in Europe, to those who 
commit the folly of growing old. 

However, let us look at the question of accident prevention 
from a purely economic and selfish point of view. Let us say 
that we want to reduce the number of accidents in our mills, 
not out of any regard for our men or their families, but merely 
because it pays us to safeguard them, just as it pays to take 
good care of an expensive and efficient machine. 

We want to increase the efficiency of labor because it pays 
to do so, and be@ause it costs considerable to let it deteriorate. 
‘Therefore, in all progressive and modern factories the most 
careful attention is paid to safety and safety appliances to 
guard against loss of life, limb and plant. 

An interesting contest has been inaugurated by the Kimberly- 
Clark company and the Neenah Paper Company in conjunction 
with other Wisconsin mills, an account of which appears in 
the Fox River news, page 24, of this issue. A shield has been 
offered as a prize to the mill having the least number of acci- 
dents during the year. The tally is kept by months, and the 
mill having the least number of accidents during the month is 
entitled to hold the shield until it is captured by a more suc- 
cessful rival. The story tells the conditions under which the 
award is made. 

This is an ingenious and most excellent plan for accident pre- 
vention. Not only does it provide a constant reminder to the 
men to be careful, but instructively it binds them closer to the 
interests of their employers as in a common cause. 

The “safety first” contest as inaugurated in Wisconsin should 
spread to all paper manufacturing centers, It should create a 
new esprit de corps and go a long way toward lessening the 
number of compensation claims.

Frank Gilbert 


Frank Gilbert, paper: manufacturer and banker, died Novem- 
ber 8 at his late residence, in Troy, N. Y., after a week's illness.

He was a director of the Manufacturers’ Bank 
and of the Troy Gas Company. He is survived by his wife. 


Charles E. Motz 

Dayton; O., November 8, 1914—Charles E. Motz, for many 
years an employe of the American Envelope Company at West 
Carrollton, died at his home-in that village the past week after a 
lingering illness. He located in West Carrollton 22 years ago, first 
securing employment as a telegraph opérator and later becoming 
attached to the envelope works. He served as councilman in the 
village for six years, and afterward was elected mayor. In all of 
these offices he served with credit. and honor, advocating those 
movements that redounded to the advantage of this substantial 
mill center. Mr. Motz was a member of the Knights of Pythias 
and belonged to the Lutheran church. The funeral was held from 
his late home and was attended by many mill workers and officers.

Clarence A. Myers 

As a result of an attack’ of apoplexy while in the bathroom of 
his home at Merchantville, Pa., Clarence A. Myers, aged forty- 
eight years, a manufacturer of paper boxes, with a factory at Sev- 
enth and Pearl streets, Camden, N. J., died before medical aid 
could be given him. Coroner Schroeder, of Camden, gave a death 
certificate. 

Mr. Myers’ auto was struck by a train at a grade crossing at 
Gloucester City on the night of May 19.

AND- THE CONSUMER PAYS THE BILL 





Carelessness in packing goods for shipment results in break- 
ages and loss. The cost is.carried as an overhead expense and 
the consumer pays. . 

Accidents happen. The employer carries liability insurance. 
The insurance company pays, but collects from the employers. 
The employer in turn collects the additional cost from the 
consumer. 

On account of our excessive fire loss, cotton and wool, from 
the raw miaterial to its manufactured state, must carry a heavy 
insurance burden through every process. The consumer has to 
pay the additional cost. 

Fires are, to .a great extent, the result of carelessness. The 
insurance companiés pay their proportion of the loss, but the 
consumer pays in the end. 

Forest fires occur, causing immense loss to timber. To pro- 
vide for these losses the lumberman must collect recompense 
from the consumer. 

A municipality lays a new pavement; a public service corpo- 
ration a few days later cuts holes in it, and crudely attempts 
to repair the damage. This is part of their cost of doing busi- 
ness, and the consumer pays the bill. 

Through defective plumbing and wastefuiness in the use of 
water, excessive pumping expense is incurred. The corporation 
pays the bill, but collects from the consumer. 


SECURITY PAPER 





An English patent has been’ granted to Jules Gernaert, en- 
gineer, of Brussels, relating to ‘papers, which cannot be imitated, 
consisting of several layers, one of which is provided with regularly 
recurring patterns. Explaining the invention the World’s Paper 
Trade Review says that-hitherto such papers were made by en- 
closing a thin. openwork band between two moist layers of paper 
pulp in a papermaking machine. - According to the present inven- 
tion the inner band, which may or may not. be perforated, and 
which carries a regularly recurring pattern, is secured between two- 
finished sheets of paper by means of an adhesive which is insoluble 
after application. 

A further feature ofthe invention consists in using inner sheets. 
which are shrinkable and in regulating the degree of shrinking 
by varying the nature and thickness of the inner or outer sheets, 
the nature and fluidity of the adhesive, the temperature at which 
the sheets are secured together, and the degree of subsequent pres- 
sure. 

After the paper has shrunk, patterns are printed on it im 
exact coincidence with the patterns on the inner sheet, so that 
when viewed by transmitted light they form an indivisible whole. 

It has been proposed to produce on the two sides of a sheet of 
paper exactly equal impressions (as regards design and size) which 
cover each other exactly, and the colors of which are arranged 
in the reverse order, so that in transmitted light the impression 
or print appears in the intermediate or composite color; but the 
paper, according to this invention, is composed of three separate: 
layers, secured together, and each having printed patterns coin- 
ciding with each other, as explained above. The paper when 
printed on the outside, is submitted to the action of graining rollers, 
engine-turned rollers or other similar devices, in order to increase 
the adhesion of the sheets. According to the present process, 
broad sheets of material shrinking to variable extents under 
the action of certain manufacturing factors and which bear de- 
signs or patterns recurring in the same way, from place to place, 
and which can either be perforated or printed, are introdticed 
on a glueing machine between two sheets of paper. 


vided -with a pattern or forming a support for metal foil pro- 
vided with a pattern. These layers are united with each other 
(outer and inner sheets) by means of an. adhesive such as glue, 
to which a formaldehyde solution, for instance, is added, making 
it insoluble in the usual solvents after it has been applied. The 
paper is then printed on one or on both sides with designs or 


patterns which coincide exactly and mathematically with the inner. 


patterns, whereby when seen by transparence, they form a com- 
piete and indivisible whole. The printed paper is finally sub- 
mitted to the action of graining rollers, engine-turned rollers or 
similar devices, in order -still further to increase the adhesion of 
the sheets. The great advantage of the use of a shrinkable ma- 
terial for the inner sheets consists in this, that forgers, assuming 


that they are successful (which is quite impossible) in copying 


the patterns of the inner sheets, will be unable to produce docu- 
ments having the exact dimensions of the genuine ones, because 
they would have taken their dimensions from an inner sheet which 
has already shrunk, and the shrinking degree of which they do not 
know. Another consequence thereof, is that the outer printing: 
blocks, by means of which they would print the outer sheets, and’ 
the dimensions of which they would also have taken, necessarily’ 
at its final size, on the finished document, will not coincide mathe-. 
matically with the inner patterns, so that the forged documents. 
will be distinguished at first sight from the genuine ones. The 
use of a glueing material which will be insoluble after having 


beer applied, has for its~object to prevent the different layers ° 


composing the paper that cannot be imitated from being separated 
from each other.

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PROCESS FOR COATING WEBS 
OF PAPER: WITH METAL LEAF 


New Invention Makes It Possible to Feed the Metal Leaf from 

One Roll—Adhesive Used Must Be One Which Quickly 
Dries—Use of Resinous Adhesives Necessary for High 
Polish—Illustrated Description of the Invention. 






(Reports of all new patents are furnished the Parer Trapz Journat by 
Davis & Davis, patent attorneys, Washington, D. C.) 

Emil Brandt, of Munich, Germany, has been granted United 
States Letters Patents No. 1,096,822.on certain new and useful 
improvements in the process of coating webs of paper with leaf 
metal, of which the following is a -full and exact description of 
the invention, such as will enable others skilled in the art to which 
it appertains to make and use the same. 

“One known method of coating a strip of paper with leaf metal 
consists in winding the paper, with an adhesive substance thereon, 
together with a strip carrying the leaf metal, the leaf being pressed 
between the two strips by the tension applied in winding them. 
With this process it is only possible to feed the metal leaf from 
one roll, because if several feed rolls were placed side by side, in 
order to coat a wider strip or web of paper, creases would be too 
liable to be formed in the course of transferring the several strips 
of leaf metal to the strip of paper to be coated. Moreover, as the 
leaf is generally subjected to the action of a blower while being 
applied to the strip to be coated, the air current acting on one 
strip of leaf metal is liable to shift the strips at the sides thereof. 





The adhesive used must be one which dries quickly, and one which 
is not soluble in water, as the coated paper is used for cigarette 
tips. This necessitates the use-of resimoOus adhesives and the like, 
and with these the coated paper cannot be given a high polish, 
because the adhesive is melted by the heat produced by the opera- 
tion of polishing. 

“In another known process, a web of cigarette paper receives 
pieces of leaf metal at intervals from a traveling carrier, which 
takes a separate path after applying the leaf metal, no regulation 
of pressure being effected or attempted. With this process, only 
portions of the surface of the paper are coated with leaf metal, so 
that it is not in the full sense a process of producing metal-coated 
paper. 

“The object of the present invention is to enable wide and nar- 
row webs of paper to be coated over their entire surface with. leaf 
metal which is applied with regulatable pressure, and to which a 
high polish can be given if desired. To this end the web to be 
coated with leaf metal, and a traveling web carrying the leaf metal, 
are brought together under pressure, as, for example, between two 
rollers, the pressure being removed after the transfer of the leaf to 
the first-mentioned web, and the two webs then continuing their 
travel in separate paths. The amount of pressure applied may be 
regulated by regulating the period during which the two webs are 
subjected to the pressure. - If the adhesive used is one which dries 
slowly and is soluble in water, a high polish can be applied to the 
coated paper, because such adhesives do not become soft in the 
course of the polishing process. The leaf metal can be very firmly 
attached, and the adhesive is not liable to penetrate through such 
small holes as sometimes occur in leaf metal,

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“Provided that the coated web is separated from thé carrier 
web immediately after removal of the pressure, it will be clear 
that a plurality of leaf metal feed rolls may be used side by side, 
cr one behind the other, each having a separate pressure roll, the 
several: pressure rolls being arranged at the periphery of a larger 
roll for the web to be coated. Several strips of leaf metal can thus 
be placed side by side on a web, slightly overlapping each other 
to obviate gaps. 

“The invention is illustrated in which— 


“Figure 1 is a diagram illustrating one method of carrying the 
process into effect. Fig. 2 is a sectional diagram, illustrating an- 
other mode of operation, and Fig. 3 is a similar view, illustrating 
a third mode of operation; Fig. 4 is a mutilated plan view of the 
leaf metal rolls and webs shown in Fig. 3, and Fig. 5 is a section 
of the webs on the line A—B of Fig. 4. Fig. 6 is a sectional dia- 
gram illustrating another mode of operation, Fig. 7 being a mu- 
tilated plan view of the leaf metal rolls and webs, Fig. 8 a section 
of the webs on the line C—D of Fig. 7, and Fig. 9 a plan view of 
one of the webs. 

“Referring in the first instance to Fig. 1, a designates a roll of 
paper adapted to be coated with metal leaf, b designating the paper 
web which is drawn from this roll and is provided with an even 
coat of adhesive on the whole of its surface; the said web b 
passes around the roller c in the direction indicated by the arrow; 
d is a roll consisting of a strip of paper or the like e carrying the 
metal leaf f.- The strip or carrying web e together with the leaf 
metal f travels around the rotating roller g, as indicated by the 
arrows. Said roller g is arranged to be pressed against the roller 
¢, with regulatable pressure, and is connected to the roller c by 
suitable gearing, so that as the two rollers are rotated the leaf 
metal is transferred to the web b at the place of contact. The 
web.b thus coated may be fed to a drying apparatus and thereupon 


either wound onto a roller, cut into sheets or otherwise treated, 
while the web e having transferred the leaf metal, is wound up on 
the roller h. 

“It will be apparent that it is possible to regulate the period 
during which those parts of the webs b and e, /, which are brought 


together, remain in contact with each. other; this can be done by 
making them travel together around a greater or less part of the 
circumference of one of the rollers c, g, with regulatable pressure. 
Two or more rolls d may be arranged side by side, with a similar 
number of pressure rollers g provided adjacent the periphery of 
the roller c. 

“The adhesive is preferably applied to the web b beforehand, 
the web then being dried and rolled. The prepared web, with the 
dried adhesive thereon, is subsequently, before being coated with 
metal leaf, unrolled and passed through water, and then rolled up 
again while wet, so that the adhesive becomes active and is dis- 
tributed in the form of an even film by the pressure applied in 
rolling. The web itself becomes uniformly saturated with moisture 
from both sides, so that when used after.a few hours it travels 
smoothly, without creasing, over the roller c. 

“The above described mode of operation requires uniform satu- 
ration of the web b with water, in order to obtain smooth and 
uniform coating of leaf metal. The quantity of adhesive applied 
is so regulated that the coated paper has the requisite flexibility 
when stibsequently passing through the polishing machine. 

“In certain cases, for instance, with thin or. porous kinds of 
paper, the adhesive alone will.suffice to completely saturate the 
paper with moisture. The described saturating process may also 
be used independently of the above described process of producing 
metal coated paper. 

“In the above described mode of operation the contact of the 
two webs is brought about by and between two rollers. 

“As the leaf metal is not in the form of a continuous. strip, but 
consists of a number of leaves arranged one behind the other on 
the paper backing, or carrier, it may occur that individual leaves 


become detached from the backing while passing over the roller, 
and may slide forward and become crumpled between the rollers, 
in which condition it is then applied to the paper strip to be coated, 
a portion of the latter remaining bare. In order to avoid this con- 
tingency, the web coated with the adhesive may be drawn with its 
coated side facing inward over a convex curved surface, the web 
or webs carrying the metal leaf being caused to travel between the 
said convex surface and the. adhesive web, so that the leaf metal 
is pressed by the stretched webs, against the adhesive surface. 
This arrangement not only obviates the above mentioned disad- 
vantage, but renders the use of toothed gearing and other trans- 
mission gear unnecessary. The movement of all the rollers and 
the control of this. movement are effected solely by the pull of the 
web of paper coated with the metal leaf. The convex surface is 
preferably formed by a plurality of rollers arranged in a curve, 
this arrangement being better than a single large roller, inasmuch 
as it prevents the occurrence of creases even when coating wide 
webs. An arrangement working on this principle is shown dia- 
grammatically in Fig. 2, in which a* designates the paper roll, and 
b‘ the web drawn therefrom to be coated with leaf metal f drawn 
from.a roll d' together with a carrier web e* of paper or the like. 
i is a fixed or rotating roller, on the periphery k of which the web 
of paper b* is brought into contact with the leaf metal. / is a 
roller of large diameter, which draws off the coated web from the 
periphery k, and at the same time draws the webs b* and ¢* from 
their respective rolls. The roll a‘ is preferably provided with a 
suitable brake device in order to keep the paper and leaf metal 
webs at the proper tension when passing around the roller i. h is 
the roll on which the carrier web e* is rewound. : 

“The operation is as follows: The draw-off roller / is rotated 
and by adhesion moves the wet, adhesive web 6’, pulling the said 
web off its roll a’. The web &* passing around the roller i with its 
adhesive side facing the latter, meets at m the web,g, with the 
leaf metal facing outward, so that the leaf metal is transferred to 
the adhesive side of the web b*. The latter pulls the web ¢ with 
the leaf metal f* off the roll-d' at the same speed as that at which 
it travels itself. While the webs are traveling over surface & inti- 
mate, smooth and uniform connection of metal with paper is ef- 
fected. The blank web e’ leaves the coated web at m and is wound ~ 
on the roll h for subsequent use, and the metal coated web is dried 
by any known drying apparatus, and rolled up for further treat- 
ment or use. The web e* prevents the metal leaf which it carries 
from being damaged by the surface k and also enables very thin 
and wet paper to be coated, as it takes part of the tension. 


“The arrangement shown diagrammatically in Figs. 3, 4 and 5 
is substantially similar to that shown in Fig. 2, but in this case 
there are two pairs of carrier webs ¢’, e*, drawn from rolls d*, d, 
with leaf metal ?, f° thereon, the two rolls forming each pair lying 
coaxially side by side, and the rolls d°* being set back, so that the 
webs can be made to overlap, as shown at o in Figs. 4 and 5. The 
carrier webs with the leaf metal meet at m’* the adhesive paper — 
web b* drawn from the roll a’, and then travel under the web 
b* over the surface k* of the roller #, and thence to the roller 7. 
At n* the carrier web separates from the coated paper web 0%. On 
the surface k* of the roller 7 the edges p of the webs ¢’, lying upon 
the leaf metal f* carried by the webs ¢*, cut away the overlapped 
parts o of this leaf,.so that clean joints are made where the strips” 
of leaf metal meet at the sides. Of course the material forming 


the webs e* must be thin but yet strong in order that the edges of 


these webs are capable of performing this cutting action. 


“In the arrangement shown in Figs. 6 to 9, the curved path a? 
for the webs is formed by a plurality of fixed or rotatable rollers” 
q arranged in an arc. The web of paper b* to be coated with metal” 
leaf travels from a roll a* to m*, and then over the rollers’g to a 
roller /*. There are two rolls d* supplying carrier webs ¢*, with 
metal leaf f* thereon. There are also two rolls d° supplying carrier” 
webs ¢* with metal leaf f° thereon.

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travel side by side, their edges practically meeting, and the strips 
of metal leaf f* are of the same width as the carriers e*. The 
strips of metal leaf f° on the carrier e° are, however, wider than 
the said carriers, so that these strips overlap the strips f*, as shown 
in Figs. 7 and 8. While wound on the rolls d° the strips f° are 
covered by protective strips e*, which are of the same width as the 
strips of leaf metal f° and lie between the latter and the carrier 
webs e*. In the course of unwinding, the strips e*, which serve 
only for protection during packing, transport, storage, etc., are 
wound up separately, as at h*, and leave the leaf metal exposed 
for transfer to the web D*. 

“Above the roller [* there is pressure roll r, weighted or acted 
on by springs, so that it bears on the carrier webs. After passing 
between this roll r and the roller / the carrier webs e*, e* are 
wound up separately. to form a roll h’, and the coated web b* con- 
tinues its travel in another direction. 

._ “In all forms of the invention, suitable means, such as the take- 
up roller h illustrated in Figs. 1 and 2, is provided to wind up the 
carrier web after the metal leaf has been transferred to the ad- 
hesive web. The carrier web, after removal of the metal leaf 
therefrom is caused to travel in one direction by the roller 4A, 
while the adhesive web provided with the leaf is caused by manual 
or mechanical means to travel in a different direction, thus caus- 
ing the carrier web to separate from the coated web.” 


MANUFACTURE OF DARK-COLORED PAPERS 


When making better kinds of dark-colored papers in many 
cases it is sufficient to take unbleached or half-bleached pulp in- 
stead of bleached pulp. One thereby saves not only the bleach- 
ing agent, but also the dye requisite for giving the paper the re- 
quired dark shade. Further, unbleached fibres have a greater 
affinity for dyes than bleached. 

A very frequently ‘required tint is, ¢.g., a brownish Bordeaux; 
this is best obtained by employing unbleached soda cellulose and 
a combination of Bordeaux and brown. 

Deep red tints and also deep green and olive tints which are 
now frequently required are likewise preferably made from un- 
bleached pulp. 

In most of these papers (paper covers of catalogues, 
partout, covers of files, better kinds of wrapping paper, etc.), 
fastness to light is important. This is obtained by employing 
mineral colors, but against their employment is the fact that they 
readily render the paper flabby or limp when a certain limit is 
exceeded; also, it is not possible so to fix mineral colors that they 
do not come off when the paper is rubbed. Therefore, it is 
preferable to employ so-called substantive aniline dyes which are 
put on the market under various names, such as diamin, diamin 
genuine dyes, etc., and are sufficiently fast As these dyes are 
almost completely absorbed by the fibre, there is less reason to 
‘fear complaints owing to colored waste water. 

By observing the above hints the manufacture of many papers 
can be made more rational—British Paper Trade Journal. ~

REMOVAL OF INK FROM PRINTED PAPER 







An interesting article recently appeared in the Chemsker Zeitung, 
from the pen of Herr H. Wangner on the removal of ink from 
printed paper, in which the author says that in removing the car- 
bon of printers’ ink it is necessary first to decompose the linseed 
oil medium by the action of alkali and then to pulp the paper with- 
out direct pressure, in order to avoid fixing the particles of carbon 
on the fibres. In the author’s process, the yellowing of the me- 
chanical wood fibre by the action of. the alkali is prevented by the 
use of a special bleaching soda, which contains about 3 per cent. 
Na,O,. The paper is fed dry into one end of a perforated steep- 
ing drum revolving slowly in a trough containing a 1 per cent. 
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solution of this alkali, heated to a temperature depending on the 
class of paper under treatment, 30°—40° C. for newspaper. The 
interior of the drum is provided with helical passages and a special 
scoop removes a given quantity of the steeped material from the 
delivery end at each revolution. This material falls into a helical 
compressor which squeezes out the excess of lye to be pumped 
back to the steeping trough and delivers the paper as a cake to the 
pulping machine. The latter is arranged vertically and contains 
a rotating bell provided with blunt teeth. The material travels 
down between the bell and the outer mantle, and then rises up in- 
side the bell till it reaches the top of a stationary central cylinder, 
Ly that time it is completely pulped by the action of the teeth, 
and it is washed down the central tube by a large quantity of 
back-water from the washing process, the dilution being assisted 
by stirring-vanes on the shaft. The fluid stuff is collected in a 
chest, then passed over sand-tables and through a strainer, from 
which it flows on to an endless wire sieve which receives a vertical 
shaking motion, imparted by ribs on the guide-rolls which are 
driven at high speed. The fine particles of carbon, clay and fibre 
debris are washed through the sieve by means of spray pipés ar- 
ranged above the traveling wire, so that the stuff is delivered at 
the other end perfectly washed and practically free from color. 
Provision is made for the systematic re-utilization of the cleaner 
back-waters. The loss of stuff amounts to 20—30 per cent. 





AUSTRIAN ROSIN 






Dealing with the above subject, the Papier Fabrikant states 
that the German imports for 1913 of turpentine (substitute for 
rosin) aggregated 96,265 tons, against 113,481 tons in 1912. The 
comparative imports for 1913 were:

Against these imports stood exports of 17,059 tons 
and 25,802 tons for 1913. 

In the event of any disturbance of the American supply, which 
has formed the largest share of the German consumption, it was 
evident that the German and Austrian grades would be largely 
drawn upon, so far as it would be possible to use them in place 
of other grades for paper sizing. 

Interest therefore attaches to the statement that a plant has 
been established at Piesting, near Wiener-Neustadt, Austria, for 
the production of rosin for the paper industry in the marks F to 
J and lighter shades, of qualities equivalent to the American 
grades, which they excel in clearness. They have been favorably 
reported on by the Vienna Agricultural Chemical Experimental 
Station. The daily production is estimated at 4 to 5 tons of rosin. 

It is suggested for the existing German rosin-distilling plants — 
to devote special attention to rosin for paper making, and thus 
to partially replace American rosin for the German market. b.

SOOTY PARTICLES IN PAPER 





It often happens that in large towns particles of soot find their 
way on to the fourdrinier and cause black specks in the paper. The - 
only remedy appears to be to filter the air entering the shop 
through fine wire netting, in which case, however, fans may be 
necessary to overcome the resistance offered by the fine mesh to — 
the entry of the air.

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THE ANALYSIS OF COAL FUEL AND OF CERTAIN 
RAW MATERIALS USED IN PAPER-MAKING* 


heating» power of considerable importance to the paper- 
maker. A careful examination of each consignment as it 
reaches the mill is, therefore, desirable. 

Coal, like other solid fuels, consists chiefly of carbon and hy- 
drogen, the essential heat producing elements, together with oxy- 
gen, nitrogen, sulphur, étc., and a varying quantity of inorganic 
matter. Of the latter bodies the Sulphur is objectionable by reason 
of the vapors produced on combustion which attack the boiler 
tubes, etc. Sulphur exists in coal in three forms—as pyrites (sul- 
phide of iron), as sulphate of lime, and in organic combination, 
but of these the sulphate of lime is said to be-inert. The sulphur in 
coal varies tonsiderably in amount. An average for British coals 
may be taken as about 1.5 per cent., and this amount should not be 
exceeded in a coal of good quality. As regards the ash, the calo- 
rific or heat-producing value of a coal depends largely on the 
amount of inorganic matter present, while the nature of the ash 
itself is also a matter of importance. Thus a fusible ash, especially 
one. containing much iron in the form of pyrites, causes trouble 
by fouling the firebars with slag, formed by combination of the iron 
with the silica of the ash. The chief constituents of the ash of bi- 
tuminous coal: are silica (25-40 per cent.), calcium sulphate (6-24 
per-cent.), and oxide of iron (20-30 per cent.). 

In the analysis of furnace coal the only estimations necessary are: 
(1) moisture; (2) ash; (3) sulphur; and (4) calorific value. For 
these determinations it is very necessary to obtain a representative 
sample of the coal. The composition and quality of coals vary even 
in different parts of the same lump, while the contents of a truck 
load may have come from several different sources. Sampling is 
thus of such importance that special precautions have to be taken 
in carrying out the process. In discharging from the trucks a 
shovelful should be taken from the contents of each tenth barrow 
joad and set aside.in a heap on a clean cement surface. The lumps 
are broken down to about the size of walnuts and the heap well 
mixed with a spade. The heap is now flattened down and divided 
into four equal parts by drawing the spade across twice at right 
angles: Two of the opposite quarters are now removed and the 
remainder mixed and crushed still further. The quartering and 
mixing are repeated until-about 10 pounds remain. This is again 
crushed until-it-will-go through a-4-inch sieve, and the quartering 
repeated till about 1 pound is left. This is now finely ground in a 
mill and spread upon a clean sheet of paper for further repetition 
of the quartering process until about 100 gms. remain, which are 
then rubbed down in a steel mortar to the consistency of fine gun- 
powder, and divided into two parts. One portion is kept for refer- 
ence in case of dispute, and the actual analysis is carried out on 
the other in the following manner : 

Moisture—Three grams of the sample are dried in a shallow 
platinum dish or a watch glass in the air oven for one hour at a 
temperature of 105 to 110 degrees C. At the end of this time the 
dish is removed from the oven, allowed to cool in a desiccator, 
and weighed. The weighing should be done rapidly, as coal dust 
is very hygroscopic. The dish is then replaced in the oven for a 
further half hour, again cooled and weighed, and the process re- 
peated until the weight cemains constant. The loss in weight rep- 
resents moisture, and is calculated as a percentage of the weight 
of sample taken. Unduly long heating has to be avoided, as oxida- 
tion is likely to occur. 

Ash.—The residue from the estimation of moisture is heated to 
redness in a muffle, cooled in a desiccator, and weighed. The 
process is repeated for a few minutes at a time until the weight of 
the residue remains constant. As an alternative to the above the

following method may be employed. ‘Two grams of the sample are 
weighed out in a porcelain crucible, which is suspended over the 
bunsen flame in a hole cut in a piece of asbestos board so ar- 
ranged that the crucible is tilted at as acute an angle as possible. 
The heating must be very gentle at first: to allow free egress for 
the volatile matter present and to prevent fusing of the ash. The 
residue should be stirred from time to time with a platinum wire. 
The heat is gradually increased to a dull red, and maintained until 
the whole of the carbonaceous matter is burnt away. From a half 
to one hour’s heating will be necessary. The ash should be light 
in color and free from black specks of unburnt carbon. A reddish 
color denotes the presence of iron as pyrites. The ash of a good 
quality coal should not usually exceed five per cent. 

Sulphur—For the estimation of the total sulphur present, 2 
grams of the sample are intimately mixed with 5 grams ‘of potas- 
sium nitrate and the mixture added in small quantities at a time to 
8 grams of fusion mixture heated to a state of fusion in a tilted 
platinum crucible. After the final addition the fusion is continued 
for ten minutes, at the end of which the mass is cooled, extracted 
with dilute hydrochloric acid, evaporated to dryness on the sand 
bath, and moistened with strong hydrochloric acid to render the 
silica present insoluble. The residue is taken up with hot water, 
filtered, washed, and the filtrate boiled and precipitated with ba- 
rium chloride in the usual manner for estimating sulphates. The 
weight of barium sulphate found multiplied by .1375 gives the 
total sulphur. ; 

The sulphur present as calcium sulphate is determined by boiling 
5 grams of.the sample with a strong solution of sodium carbonate, 
acidulating with hydrochloric acid, filtering and precipitating the 
filtrate with barium chloride. The resulting figure deducted from 
that obtained for total sulphur gives that due to pyrites. 

Calorific Value.—The calorific-value of coal fuel isa measure of 
the quantity of heat which it is capable of giving out. The results 
are expressed as “calories,” the calorie unit being the amount of 
heat required to raise 1 gram of water through 1° C. Calorific 
value may be mathematically calculated from a formula after esti- 
mation of the carbon and hydrogen of a coal, but is usually ob- 
tained practically by burning a weighed quantity of the sample in 
a confined space (calorimeter) in such a manner that the heat pro- 
duced is entirely imparted to a known volume of water, and noting 
the increase of temperature of the water. The results obtained in 
this way are necessarily relative, the efficiency of a fuel naturally 
depending in practice largely upon the type and efficiency of the 
furnace employed. ~ 

Calorimeters are of two types, viz.:— 

(1) Calorimeters in which the oxygen necessary for combustion 
is supplied to the fuel by fixing the latter with powerful oxidizing 
agents. These have now given way in practice to 

(2) Calorimeters using gaseous oxygen. 

Of type (1) Thompson’s calorimeter is perhaps the best known. 
Calorimeters of type (2) are subdivided into 

(a) “Bomb” calorimeters in which oxygen is supplied to the 
apparatus under pressure and combustion is rapid. Mahler-Don- 
kin’s apparatus is an example of this type. 

(b) Calorimeters in which the fuel is burnt in a stream of oxy- 
gen gas, as in Darling’s apparatus. 

For a full description of the working details of these calorime- 
ters the reader is referred to text books dealing specially with the 
subject of calorific value. The calorific value is calculated from 
the results obtained by means of a formula which in the case of 
Darling’s apparatus is as follows :—

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in which « = “water equivalent,” i.e., a correction for loss by radi- 
ation, etc., from the apparatus itself, the figure being 
supplied with the calorimeter. 
t= rise in temperature observed. 
w = weight in grams of the sample used. 


Caustic Sopa 


This important raw material comes into the market in solid 
blocks of varying composition contained in iron drums. Care is 
required in sampling as the composition of pieces taken from the 
center of the mass often differs considerably from that of pieces 
taken from near the sides and bottém. The lumps should there- 
fore be selected from as many different parts of the drum as pos- 
sible and carefully mixed before an analysis is attempted. The 
chief impurities in crude caustic are sodium chloride, carbonate, 
and sulphate. Besides determinations of these substances exami- 
nation is required for (a) available alkali, (b) total caustic soda, 
and (c) moisture. 

For the analysis about 50 grams are dissolved in distilled water, 
the solution made up to a litre and portions withdrawn for testing 
as follows :— 

Total alkali—Twenty-five c.c. are titrated against normal acid 
using methyl orange; each c.c. of normal acid is equivalent to .03 
gram. Na,O. 

Total caustic—The available alkali estimated above includes, of 
course, any sodium carbonate present. The carbonate present may 
be estimated either directly by finding the amount of carbon di- 
oxide liberated on treatment with acid, or indirectly by a variation 
in the titration. The first method is long and complicated, while 
the second, which is described below, is simple and very nearly as 
accurate. Fifty c.c. of the stock solution is titrated first with nor- 
mal hydrochloric acid and phenolphthalein until the red color of 
the latter just disappears. At this point all the caustic soda is neu- 
tralized and the carbonate has been converted into bicarbonate. 
Methyl orange is now added and the titration continued till the 
yellow color of the indicator changes to pink. At this point all the 
carbonate has been neutralized. 

In calculating the result the total carbonate is represented by an 
amount of normal acid equal to twice the number of c.c.’s used 
after the addition of the methyl orange. Each c.c. represents .053 
gram of carbonate. On the other hand the total caustic is repre- 
sented by the figure obtained for total alkalinity (above) minus 
that for carbonate. 

Chloride —Two to five grams of the sample are dissolved in wa- 
ter and the solution made neutral with nitric acid. The solution is 
then-titrated with silver nitrate and potassium chromate as de- 
scribed under “chlorides” in water analysis (P.M., July, 1914, page 
75). ‘ 

Sulphate——Five to ten grams are dissolved in water and pre- 
cipitated with barium chloride. Traces only of chloride or sul- 
phate should be present in caustic soda. 

Moisture—Considerable quantities of water may be present in 
samples of caustic. For its determination 5 grams are heated to 
150° in an Erlenmeyer flask for three or four hours on a sand bath. 
The flask and its funnel are first weighed, and the caustic intro- 
duced as quickly as possible, and the whole again weighed. To 
prevent the absorption of carbon di-oxide the funnel is retained in 
position during the whole process. The flask is cooled by standing 
on a marble slab after which the loss of weight is determined, and 
is equal to the water driven off. 


Sopa AsH 


The pure substance has a content of 58.5 per cent. Na,O and 41.5 
per cent. CO.. The product should be of a white color, and be free 
from iron (the latter imparts a yellow tinge) and insoluble mat- 
ter. .The determinations required are (a) insoluble matter, (b) 
iron, if present, (c) chloride and sulphate, and (d) available 
alkali. 


Insoluble matter—Fifty grams of the sample are dissolved with 
agitation in water, allowed to settle, and the solution decanted, any 
residue being finally filtered off, dried at 100°, and weighed. This 
residue, which should not exceed 1 per cent., is examined for— 

Iron by dissolving in hydrochloric acid, precipitating the iron 
with ammonia and dissolving the precipitate in dilute sulphuric 
acid. Zinc free from iron is added to the solution to reduce the 
iron to the ferrous condition, and 50 cc. of the solution is then

titrated with — potassium permanganate.

iron by the zinc is complete when a drop of the solution fails to

Each cc. of —

permanganate is equivalent to .0027 gram of iron. The iron pres- 
ent in a first-class soda ash should not exceed .02 per cent. 

Chloride, sulphate, and available alkali are all determined as de- 
scribed under caustic soda. Chloride should not exceed .5 per 
cent. and sulphate 1 per cent.

Lime 


The purity of this substance depends upon that of the original 
limestone and upon the conditions of manufacture. The impuri- 
ties liable to be present are (a) sand and other matter insoluble in 
acid and (b) calcium carbonate. Besides these substances an esti- 
mation of free calcium oxide will be required in its analysis. 

Available calcium oxide is determined by carefully slaking 100 
grams of the sample, transferring the cream to a 500 c.c. flask and 
making up to the mark. 100 c.c. of the resulting milk of lime is 
pipetted off before settling, diluted to 500 c.c., and a further 25 c.c. 
taken for analysis. This amount is equivalent to 1 gram of lime. 
The liquid is now titrated with normal hydrochloric acid, using an 
alcoholic solution of phenolphthalein as indicator, until the red 
color is just discharged. At this point the free lime only is neu- 
tralized. Each c.c. of normal acid used represents .028 gram of 
free lime. 

Calcium carbonate may be estimated by dissolving 1 gram of the 
sample in a known volume of normal hydrochloric acid, and titra- 
ting back the excess of acid in the solution with normal soda. ‘The 
amount of acid equivalent to 1 gram of the sample is thus readily 
found and if from this is deducted the figure previously found for 
free lime (above) the difference will represent the carbonate 
present. 

Insoluble matter—Five to ten grams of the sample are treated 
with dilute acid and any matter insoluble filtered off, washed, dried, 
ignited and weighed. 


Alcohol from Sulphite Lye 


According to the Papier-Zeitung, the anticipated scarcity in 
Germany of potatoes and alcohol could be avoided, if the latter 
article were largely made from sulphite lye. It is reported that the 
German production of alcohol for 1914-15 will be reduced by 40° 
per cent., and that a large proportion of the remainder will be 
denaturated. The co-operation of the German legislature is recom- 
mended for the utilization of this lye, which would otherwise 
become a waste fluid. b. 


Asphale Paper 

Asphale paper of special quality, a German product, is claimed to — 
have given remarkable results as a material for pipes or tubes. 
These are suitable for carrying water and for many purposes for ~ 
which pipes of iron, copper and clay are now employed, though 
they can not be used with hot liquids or strong acids. Besides” 
being light and slightly flexible, they have the important advantage 
of being rustless and quite unaffected by electric currents. 3

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New York Market Review

Paper 





During the week past a much greater improvement in general 
business was reported. Paper dealers reported that inquiries were 
more numerous and that the market is steadier than it has been 
during the past few weeks. Mill reports discussed at recent meet- 
ings of manufacturers showed that the production and distribution 
of paper for September and October this year exceeded the ton- 
nage of a year ago. This is probably due, it was said, to the ac- 
tivity of wrapping and newsprint papers, which have been in strong 
demand for several weeks, compared with the month preceding 
the outbreak of the war. Newsprint mills have been running 
nearly full time during the interval, and stocks on hand at the 
mills are now about as low as they have been at any time during 
the last year. Transient business has been turned down by many 
mills, as all stocks are now moved as rapidly as possible on con- 
tract. Sheets continued to move steadily at 2.35 New York. Side 
runs are in fair demand and are now a little more plentiful, al- 
though .deliveries are still somewhat difficult. Wrapping paper 
mills have held firmly to prices as advanced three months ago. 
Book papers showed a slight falling off in September and October, 
and there was a small additional accumulation of stock at mills 
and in warerooms. Business since the first of November has 
shown a marked improvement, and there is a good deal of confi- 
dence among mill men regarding the future, The tissue business 
continued active during the week, despite the higher prices which 
manufacturers have been compelled to charge since the costs of 
raw materials advanced during the weeks immediately succeeding 
the outbreak of war in Europe. Writings, bonds and ledgers have 
been in rather quiet demand except for the cheaper grades, which 
were réported very active. Some mills are from three to five 
weeks behind in deliveries of these grades. The board business 
has been qtiiet during the week, and prices have eased somewhat. 
Paper bags and-toilet papers continued to maintain a fairly ac- 
tive tone. 


Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 


Ground wood pulp is still. rather scarce according to reports 
this week. Grinders are contracted until the 15th of December 
and after for their entire output, and others are partly sold out 
until from early spring until mid-summer of next year. Water 
shipments are being made as rapidly as possible as long as the 
weather will permit in order to take advantage of lower freight 
rates. Mill prices still range between $17.25 and $18. 





Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 


There are on the way some shipments of ‘Canadian sulphite by 
the Panama Canal for which it is hoped there will be a good mar- 
ket as soon as cold weather brings about the closing of the Baltic 
and a subsequent suspension of Scandinavian shipping. Foreign 
fibres showed a quiet tone and an easing in prices. Generally the 
market was featureless and no change of note was reported. Easy 
bleaching is rather scarce at 2.35. 





Bleached Sulphite Pulp 


The feeling is that those who speculated in bleached sulphite 
were rather the losers than the winners, as demand has fallen off 
considerably. No. 1 bleached sulphite was quoted at 2.85 to 3.05 
ex-dock domestic ports by a leading importer this week. Arrivals 
at domestic ports from Scandinavia were rather plentiful and it 
is not unlikely that contracts will be practically fully caught up 
within the month. 


Sulphate and Kraft Pulp 


Demand for all grades of fibres has been rather quiet during the 
week. -Unbleached sulphate and kraft pulps have been moving 
from dock to consumers on contract request.. Small accumula- 
tions of kraft are available on spot at 2.05@2.10 ex-dock. Un- 
bleached sulphate has been held at 2.00 for spot lots. Soda pulp 
maintained a quiet tone, but values were from at 2% to 2% 
delivered. 





Foreign Rags 

There was no change in the general situation in the foreign rag 
market last week. Prices on all grades remain practically un- 
changed. The only goods arriving from the continent are from 
Holland, and there are some shipments from England. French 
collections are rather small, and shipments are uncertain. Linens 
are very scarce, as an enibargo has been placed on paper stock 
exports from Germany. 





Domestic Rags 

Dealers reported a rather quiet week and a continual easing in 
prices. There was an absence of demand for rags of all grades. 
Packers are not offering any stock to speak of at the present 
time, and it is the opinion’ of most dealers that the reason for 
this. situation is that there are no accumulations to offer. As 
soon as any demand arises, prices will show sharp-advances ac- 
cording to most dealers. 





Bagging 
Dealers and importers of bagging and old rope reported a dull 
week. There was some movement of old bagging on contract, 
but the general description of new business was an utterly in- 
different attitude on the part of buyers to all offers made by 
dealers. Old rope moved quietly and some easing in price. About 
50 tons of foreign rope was sold to a dealer last week at 3%. 





Old Waste Papers 
In line with the other markets of paper-making materials, old 
papers reflected a quiet tone and softening of prices. Mixed papers 
moved quietly at very low figures. Other grades were quoted at 
varying figures, but the general state of demand was quiet. Flat 
stock moved more steadily than any other grade during the week. 





Twines 
Business in twines showed a slight improvement during the 
week. Manufacturers are able to deliver in most grades on their 
outstanding contracts at contract values. At present there is no 
tendency to make contracts for any grade on account of the un- 
certainty of raw material shipments from India. 


The Roumanian Paper Industry 

The paper industry of Roumania occupies five mills with 11 
long wite machines and one circular machine. In addition there 
are four board mills and two cellulose factories. The whole re- 
quirements of the country are produced within its bounds; a 
surplus being also made. It is estimated that the Roumanian 
market calls for a yearly quantity of 20,000 tons, while the pro- 
ductive capacity of the domestic mills represents from 35,000 to 
40,000 tons. On account of their higher cost of manufacture, the 
Roumanian makers, cannot compete in foreign markets. b.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. } 


Holyoke—Demand Remains Quiet 

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 10, 1914——Very few mills are run- 
ning full time. During the past week many of the various de- 
partments at the different mills closed down for a day or two 
and a few for even longer periods.. Demand is confined to actual 
needs. The reason is, because jobbers ordered heavily when the 
“war prices” were first announced. No recent advance has been 
announced. 








Boston—Signs of Renewed Activity 

Boston, Mass., November 10, 1914.—The results of the election 
evidently have had some effect on the business situation in this 
section, as already there are signs of renewed activity in several 
lines which prior to the election were doing little, and the general 
talk is of a more optimistic character. While a slight improve- 
ment in trade is early expected, the general sentiment seems to 
favor a marked change for the better after the first of the year. 
In paper jobbixg circles there is little change in conditions of the 
past weeks, while the manufacturers expect little in the line of 
new business for the balance of the year and present orders are 
of small size and for immediate use. The fact that prices gener- 
ally have not advanced as expected at the outbreak of the war has 
affected business, but with the mills depleting their supply of raw 
materials, prices are bound to move upward at an early date and 
remain at a high level. The low water situation is a troublesome 
factor at present as the streams throughout New England were 
never so low as at present and the pulp mills are seriously affected. 


Philadelphia—Stock Demand Quiet 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 10, 1914.—Generally the paper 
stock market is decidedly quiet. A better feeling as to the future 
maintains, however, than a week ago, due principally to the fact 
that ante-election uncertainty has now given way to certainty. In 
the jobbing market some increase both in number and in size of 
orders is experienced and this, though slight, is regarded as of 
good omen. 





Chicago—Buying Picking Up 

Cuicaco, November 9, 1914—The usual run of orders which are 
in evidence after the first of the month helped to swell the volume 
of business in wholesale paper lines last week, and trade in conse- 
quence was more active. Orders ran to staples to a large extent. 
Wrapping paper lines are reported quiet, with the exception of 
krafts, which are holding up well. Not much change is expected 
until after the first of the year, although there are possibilities of 
spurts from time to time between now and that time. Old paper 
stocks are unchanged and are reported to be moving outward 
about as fast as received. No changes are reported in boxboard 
lines, which remain a little quiet. 


—— 


Miami Valley—Good Call for Wrappings 

Dayton, O., November 9, 1914.—The business situation has been 
aided somewhat by the fact that the election is over. As usual it 
had its effect on business, though probably it was not as much of 
a disorganizer this year as previously, some lines having been so 
badly depressed that the election proved a factor of no consequence. 
The results indicate that industrial disturbances are fatal to the 
administrations in power. Locally, salesmen report a rather odd 
situation during the week inasmuch as roofing and building papers 
were as much in demand as any other grade, if not more so, This 
indicates, it is stated, that the season of repairs is at hand, and the 
weather * *o this week having been so favorable for such work, 


it appears to have been prosecuted with vigor. There was a good 
call for wrappings and bags. In the manufacturing end, books, 
bonds and coated papers received about the same attention. 





Fox River—Business Slows Down 
App.eton, Wis., November 10, 1914.—It is a long time since paper 
mills of this valley have operated on the time schedules adopted 
last week by a number of companies. Several mills are being op- 
erated only four days a week, and one or two others are running 
five days a week. Business is falling off as the season advances, 
and instead of anticipated holiday trade driving the wheels to 
greater speed, they are slowing down. Some of the manufacturers 
are hopeful the coming few weeks prior to the holidays will de- 
velop better business, while others are hopeful the operations of 
the new currency law will affect business generally and start the 

wheels of industry. Prices remain about the same. 





Kalamazoo—Orders Few and Small 

Katamazoo, Mich., November 9, 1914—“The poorest in over 
ten years” is the way most paper men in this district told the 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL correspondent business. stands at the present 
time. There are few orders, and these orders are small. In fact 
every mill in this district has for several days been filling up all 
of their surplus room with paper, rather than close down the 
mills. There is practically no demand for any grade of paper and 
manufacturers see little hope of business picking up. The view 
most of them take of conditions is not at all encouraging. This 
depression in the paper business extends into all grades and makes. 
It is probable that some of the mills will take advantage of the 
lull and close down temporarily for repair work. 


Montreal—Canadian Mills Active 

MonrTREAL, Que., November 9, 1914—Now that the North Sea 
has been declared closed, it is expected that shipments of pulp 
from Europe to the United States will be much curtailed, and that 
this will have the effect of further stimulating the demand for 
Canadian pulp. Ground wood is not in such active demand as the 
mills would like to see, but it is beginning to feel the effect of the 
low water which has prevailed in the Eastern United States, and 
the manufacturers are looking forward to a good winter, as low 
water conditions will tell much more to their advantage when the 
cold weather comes. Newsprint and sulphite mills are still work- 
ing at capacity. The demand for kraft still improves, and the 
kraft mills are prospering more almost than any other industry. 
Book mills are not in so favorable a position, but still are doing 
fairly well in face of enforced curtailment of from 15 to 25 per cent. 


The German News Industry 

Working for stock had been the policy of most German paper 
mills during the earlier part of this year. This was the case with 
the news section as well as others, so that manufacturers were 
provided with stock to meet the contingency. Though the pub- 
lishers were alarmed at the outbreak of the war, no case had 
occurred of a German publication having to cease appearing for 
lack of paper. 

In the opinion of the Papier-Zeitung, it is impossible to count 
on_such early renewed activity of the news mills as to offset 
present sacrifices. b.

ALUM (SULPHATE OF ALUMINA).—No further change in 
prices has taken place during the past week. Some of the large 
n:akers are not experiencing the inquiry expected, and the market 
is subject to a keener state of competition than noted a month or 
so ago. Lump alum is held at 2¥4.@2c..a pound, ground 24@3c., 
and powdered 4@4'%c., according to quantity.. Sulphate of am- 
monia is held at 1.10@1.30c. a pound for low grades arid 1144@ 
1%c. for high grades, according to quantity. 

BARYTES.—The market for prime material. is holding about 
steady so far as domestic is: concerned. Demand is not urgent 
and dealers express disappointment over the general. movement 
into industrial channels. Prices range from $17@20 a ton for 
prime, and $13@15 a ton for off grades. Foreign grades are dif- 
ficult to obtain, and the market remains in a nominal condition. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Dealers are placing a steady vol- 
ume of business at 14c. a pound for domestic and 1%c. a pound 
for English, for delivery over next year. The spot market is not 
unusually active and the feeling is easier owing to the desire of 
sellers to dispose of their holdings. At the close spot offerings 
were obtainable at 134@2%%4c., according to quantity and seller. 
The underlying feeling in trade circles is not bullish, and experi- 
enced dealers look for a condition close to normal after the turn 
of the year. 

BLUES.—An improved consuming inquiry was manifested in 
the local market for ultramarine blues during the past week. It 
is reported that several of the large consuming industries are 
funning low on stock and are in the market for replenishment. 
Domestic prices depend entirely on grade and extend from 4@l14c. 
a pound. Foreign material is scarce, with prices subject to the 
views of individual holders. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Spot prices are holding about steady, 
but demand. cannot be described as active, and business passing 
is said to represent merely the actual wants of consumers. 
American producers have factories capable of turning out 20,- 
000,000 pounds a year, but their inability to secure muriate of 
potash from abroad has restricted domestic production to a mini- 
mum. Local supplies are scarce, with sellers asking 17c. a pound 
for domestic and 20c. a pound for foreign. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—According to opinions of local trade au- 
thorities, there has been no improvement in the domestic con- 
suming demand. Large buyers appear to have covered their 
wants for the present and are showing relatively little interest 
in market conditions. The movement on outstanding contracts is 
reported fair. Foreign business is said to be holding up well, 
and this is the most encouraging feature to the market. No 
change can be-noted in prices. Contracts are held. at 1.45@1.50c. 
for 70@76 per cent. on the basis of 60 per cent., and 60 per cent. 
at 1.55@1.60c. f. o. b. works. The powdered 76 per cent. grade 
4s unchanged at 2@2%c. a pound, according to quantity. 

CHINA CLAY.—Stocks in the hands of consumers have been 
moderately replenished by the recent arrivals from England. The 
outlook for additional importations is uncertain, however, and 
dealers’ views are firm-regarding new contracts. Orders are re- 
ported to have been booked at $16@18 a ton. Domestic is prompt- 
ing moderate attention at $8@9 a ton, according to quality. 

GLUES.—The higher grades of domestic glue are prompting 
moderate attention from constimers, but there is comparatively 
little interest manifested in the other gradings. Small arrivals 
from Genoa and Hull are noted, but these have been used on old 
contracts, and the market has not been subjected to the depress- 
ing influence of excess offerings. . White glue is held at 12@24c., 
low grade 10@12c., foot stock white 12@}c., brown 9@Hc., and 
common bone-7%4@9c. a pound, according to quantity and quality.
